PREFACE. 


The  Author  of  the  true  Theology  of  the  Bible  claims 
to  be  the  discoverer  of  the  false  Theology  by  which  the 
World  is  cursed,  as  it  retards  the  progress  of  Christianity, 
overthrows  Morality,  destroys  Philanthropy,  and  turns 
Civilization  into  Tyranny  and  Slavery. 

Doubtless  there  are  many  Christians  who,  in  reality, 
believe  in  the  true  Theology  of  the  Bible,  but  they  are 
carried  on  by  the  wind  and  tide,  under  the  false  Theology 
extant,  that  rules  the  nations  of  the  earth. 

This  discovery  is  claimed  to  be  paramount  to  all  the 
vast  and  important  discoveries  that  have  been  made  by 
Man. 

The  false  Theology  is  this  : that  Christ’s  mission  on 
the  earth  is  to  save  Man  in  eternity.  But  the  true  The- 
ology of  the  Bible  shows  that  Christ’s  mission  is  to  save 
Man  in  time  and  in  eternity. 

A-  For  more  than  fifty  years  I have  seen  that  there  was 
some  thing  radically  wrong  in  the  political  and  religious 
world.  I could  see  the  evils  and  the  wrongs,  but  could 
not  see  the  reasons  why  and  wherefore.  I plainly  saw 
that  the  communications  of  God  to  Man  were  perfect  and 
complete,  and  that  Men  are  capable  of  Nobility. 
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PREFACE. 


I exerted  myself  for  more  than  half  a century,  politi- 
cally and  religiously,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  heading  and 
stopping  those  evils,  but  all  to  no  effect.  The  public 
journals,  both  religious  and  political,  would  not  publish 
my  communications,  because  they  were  Truth. 

Having  fallen  in  love  with  the  Word  of  God  and  the 
Testimony  of  Jesu^  Christ,  in  my  infancy,  my  mind  was 
led  to  watch  the  commotions  of  the  World  and  the  pro- 
gress of  the  Church  ;•  and  by  the  awful  conduct  of  both 
Church  and  State,  the  eyes  of  my  soul  were  sharpened 
to  pierce  the  darkness.  And  about  the  time  that  I filled 
the  measure  of  three-score-years-and-ten,  the  heavens 
opened,  the  fogs  and  clouds  that  had  obscured  my 
sight  for  more  than  fifty  years,  were  all  swept  away,  and 
I beheld  clearly  the  radical  cause  of  the  curse  of  tho 
Earth.  Some  time  after  I had  this  discovery  I heard  that 
there  was  to  be  an  important  decision  upon  Theology,  in 
Scotland,  in  January,  1854.  I wrote,  showing  the  true 
and  the  false  Theology,  and  sent  it  on  to  Aberdeen,  Scot- 
land, but  there  has  been  no  decision. 

I have  written  the  Commentary  in  three  parts,  which  m 
added  to  the  Theology,  showing  its  effect  in  Church  and 
State. 
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THEOLOGY. 


The  evidence  that  there  is  a Being,  all-powerful,  wise  and  good,  bj 
whom  every  thing  exists,  is  plainly  demonstrated  by  the  things  that  are 
made;  their  immensity,  variety,  peculiarity  and  perfection  prove  a 
God.  But  man,  in  his  chaotic  state,  can  not  receive  the  testimony. 
For  man  to  behold  God  in  the  laws  of  nature,  his  soul  must  be  elevated, 
and  the  mind  formed  by  it,  so  that  it  rules  the  whole  man.  It  is  evi- 
dent that  man  is  formed  of  two  parts,  of  different  elements,  the  terres- 
trial and  celestial.  The  earthly  part  is  nourished  and  supported  by  the 
•arth.  Of  course,  its  genius  is  of  the  world,  riches,  honors,  pomposi- 
ty and  pride ; right  or  wrong,  self-aggrandizement. 

But  the  noble  faculties  of  the  soul  of  man,  his  spirituality,  is  per- 
fectly of  an  other  element.  (This  proves  God.)  The  soul  of  man  can 
not  grow  and  thrive  by  riches,  honor  and  preferment ; its  genius  will 
remain  perfectly  dormant,  as  it  was  in  Alexander,  when  he  had  con- 
quered the  whole  world.  But  when  the  faculties  of  the  soul  are  eleva- 
ted enough  to  see  that  the  laws  of  nature  imprint  the  principles  of  love, 
mercy,  truth  and  right,  it  begins  to  grow  and  develop  its  poble  facul- 
ties, by  viewing  God  in  his  works.  So  that  the  mind  is  formed,  which 
is  stronger  than  matter,  and  rules  the  whole  man,  like  Socrates  and 
Plato.  (This  proves  God.)  We  have  positive  evidence  that  there  is  a 
God,  in  the  aspirations  of  universal  man  for  a God.  Man  is  a wor- 
•hipful  being;  all  nations  have  proved  this,  from  the  most  savage  to 
the  most  civilized,  in  all  ages  of  the  world.  And  the  evidence  is  con- 
tinued by  universal  man,  for  nothing  contrary  to  the  principles  of  love, 
mercy,  truth  and  right  can  stand  the  test  of  time.  Even  heathen  na- 
tions disapprove  of  falsehood  and  deceit.  And  when  men  raise  them- 
selves to  the  pinnacle  of  fame,  by  the  principle  of  might,  to  rule  over 
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right,  so  that  the  world  admires  and  fears  them,  like  an  Alexander,  or 
like  a Bonaparte,  time  disrobes  them  of  all  their  imaginary  glory,  and 
their  fame,  like  the  spirit  of  the  beast,  goeth  down,  and  nothing  re- 
mains but  the  remembrance  of  two  great  animals  that  have  cursed  the 
earth  and  cursed  themselves.  Whilst  such  men  as  Socrates  and  Plato, 
who  have  advocated  the  principles  of  eternal  truth  and  eternal  right, 
rise  higher  and  higher  in  the  estimation  of  the  world,  as  Christianity 
and  civilization  progresses.  (This  proves  God  with  all  his  divine  attri- 
butes). All  things  in  nature  combine  in  testifying  that  there  is  a God : 
all  that  is  wanting,  is  a suitable  elevation  of  the  noble  faculties  of  the 
soul,  in  man,  to  comprehend  it.  When  we  see  the  moon  and  stars  giv- 
ing light,  we  have  positive  evidence  that  there  is  a sun  shining  upon 
them.  So,  when  we  see  men  who  are  bright  and  shining  lights  in  the 
world,  we  have  the  evidence  that  there  is  a fountain  of  light,  of  good- 
ness and  perfection:  for  these  attributes  are  not  innate  in  man. 
When  we  see  the  world  filled  with  false  gods,  and  false  professors,  hyp- 
ocrites and  counterfeits;  all  prove  that  there  is  a genuine.  Again,  it 
is  plain  that  there  is  in  terrestrial  man,  millions  of  evil  propensities : 
these  having  their  various  operations  in  the  different  parts  of  the  world, 
cause  the  earth  to  be  like  the  troubled  ocean,  constantly  throwing  up 
mire  and  dirt.  We  can  plainly  see  that  ambition  (without  its  regulator) 
opens,  in  the  mind  of  man,  a bottomless  abyss.  If  his  ambition  is  for 
money,  he  hesitates  not  to  employ  any  of  his  faculties  to  obtain  his  ob- 
ject. And  when  he  has  thrown  in  millions  on  millions,  the  vortex  is 
enlarged.  If  his  ambition  is  for  conquest  and  power,  let  him  throw  in 
states  and  nations : yes,  the  whole  world ; and  still  it  leaves  the  same 
aching  void — the  same  bottemless  pit. 

But  if  man’s  noble  faculties  can  be  elevated,  so  that  he  can  see  God 
in  the  order  of  nature,  it  will  close  up  the  bottomless  pit,  and  regulate 
all  his  evil  propensities;  so  that  he  will  be  satisfied  with  a competency. 
We  see  also  permanent  laws  regulating  all  creation.  Even  man’s  com- 
plicated organization,  has  a penalty  for  every  transgression,  perfectly 
similar  to  all  the  commands  of  God.  This  proves  his  existence. 

When  we  turn  our  attention  to  revelation,  we  have  uncontrovertable 
evidence  of  the  true  God ; of  his  wisdom,  power,  and  goodness.  In 
the  history  of  the  Creation,  there  is  plainly  seen  the  great  purpose  that 
God  has  in  view,  in  revealing  himself  to  man.  It  is  the  elevation  of 
man;  for  nothing  but  the  attributes  of  God  can  elevate  the  soul  of  man. 
In  all  the  writings,  by  inspiration,  of  different  men,  in  their  different 
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modes  of  communication,  we  ean  see  plainly  the  great  purpose  of  infi- 
nite wisdom  is,  to  manifest  himself  to  man.  “For  man  to  know  God  is 
eternal  life.” 

Under  the  old  dispensation  perfection  is  not  presumed,  but  holding 
forth,  and  shadowing  forth  the  principles  of  a perfect  day.  The  vari- 
ety and  unity  of  communication,  forbids  the  idea  that  it  was  by  chance, 
-or  by  the  plans  of  man.  In  all  plans  of  men,  we  can  see  the  impress 
of  the  hand  of  man — self-aggrandizement  at  the  expense  of  the  many. 
And  in  all  the  writings  by  inspiration,  we  can  see  the  impress  of  the 
hand  of  God — universal  love,  and  good  will  to  man.  And  all  his  di- 
vine commands  are  for  the  benefit  and  salvation  of  universal  man,  in 
time  and  in  eternity. 

Although  “darkness  covers  the  earth,  and  gross  darkness  the  peo- 
ple,” there  is  progress  in  the  knowledge  of  God,  by  the  light  of  science. 
It  is  not  true  that  science  is  infidel,  but  perfectly  the  reverse.  True 
science  proves  God : for  it  is  the  same  God  that  fixed  the  laws  in  na- 
ture, that  has  revealed  himself  by  Jesus  Christ.  All  tending  to  the 
same  great  object — to  develop  the  noble  faculties  of  man  by  a knowl- 
edge of  God,  so  that  truth  and  righteousness  should  be  established  in 
the  earth.  Note  the  progress- of  man  in  steam,  electricity,  &c. 

In  the  prophecies  of  the  coming  of  Christ,  by  Isaiah,  and  confirmed 
by  all  the  other  prophets,  (which  you  have : I need  not  copy  them,)  we 
have  uncontrovertable  evidence  that  it  was  of  God.  There  is  no  foun- 
dation for  mere  chance;  and  there  is  nothing  of  the  impress  of  the 
hand  of  man  in  it:  of  tyranny  and  oppression.  But  we  can  plainly 
see  the  impress  of  the  hand  of  God  in  it — his  great  love  to  “undo 
heavy  burthens  and  let  the  oppressed  go  free.”  And  in  the  New  Tes- 
tament we  have  the  record  of  his  coming,  perfectly  in  accordance  with 
the  prophecies.  Matt.  i.  21,  “and  thou  shalt  call  his  name  Jesus:  for 
he  shall  save  his  people  from  their  sins.”  Again,  23,  “and  they  shall 
call  his  name  Emmanuel,  which  being  interpreted  is,  God  with  us.” 

The  Theology  that  is  extant,  that  Christ’s  mission  was  only  to  save 
the  souls  of  men  and  women  in  eternity,  is  very  erroneous.  It  leads  to  a 
misunderstanding  of  the  Scriptures,  and  casts  a cloud  of  darkness  overall 
the  works  of  God;  and  generates  inconsistencies  and  unbelief  in  God. 
But  the  theology  of  the  Bible  is  plain  and  distinct  that,  Christ  came  to 
save  us,  both  soul  and  body,  from  the  evils  of  this  present  world ; so 
that  when  the  soul  leaves  the  body,  it  may  be  prepared  for  happiness  in 
eternity.  “Thou  shall  call  his  name  Jesus:  for  he  shall  save  his  people 
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from  their  sins.”  This  was  to  be  in  time,  not  in  eternity.  Sin  is  a 
transgression  of  the  law,  physically  or  mentally,  to  every  transgression 
there  is  a penalty.  “ And  they  shall  call  his  name  Emmanuel,  which 
is,  God  with  us.”  Here,  again,  we  see  the  great  purpose  of  infinite 
wisdom,  to  reveal  his  divine  attributes  by  Jesus  Christ : love,  mercy, 
truth  and  right : also  wisdom,  power  and  goodness.  These  are  the  only 
elementary  principles  that  are  congenial  to  the  growth  of  the  soul  of 
man,  for  its  development;  so  that  the  mind  may  be  established  in  right- 
eousness to  govern  all  his  evil  propensities,  and  save  him  from  sin. 

Here  follows  the  testimony  that  proves  the  theology  of  the  Bible  to 
be  true,  and  man’s  theology,  that  Christ  came  only  to  save  the  souls  of 
men  and  women  in  eternity,  to  be  false.  Here  is  the  uncontrovertable 
testimony:  2 Cor.,  v.  18,  “All  things  are  of  God,  who  hath  reconciled 
us  to  himself  by  J esus  Christ,  and  hath  given  to  us  the  ministry  of 
reconciliation.”  Again,  19:  “To  wit,  that  God  was  in  Christ,  reconcil- 
ing the  world  unto  himself,  not  imputing  their  trespasses  unto  them.” 
Again,  John,  iii.  16:  “For  God  so  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave  his 
only  begotten  son,  that  whosoever  believeth  in  him,  should  not  perish* 
but  have  everlasting  life.”  John,  IT : “For  God  sent  not  his  son  into 
the  world;  to  condemn  the  world;  but  that  the  world  through  him 
might  be  saved.”  John,  xii.,  47 : “For  I came  not  to  judge  the  world, 
hut  to  save  the  world.”  This  is  plain  and  decisive  language,  from  him 
who  is  truth  and  life.  Again,  we  have  the  testimony  of  Paul:  1 Tim, 
ii.,  4:  “ Who  will  have  all  men  to  be  saved,  and  come  unto  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  truth.”  We  have  the  testimony  of  Jesus  Christ  again,  t» 
the  bible  theology,  when  he  taught  his  deciples  to  pray.  Matt.,  vi.,i 
10 : “Thy  kingdom  come,  thy  will  be  done,  on  earth  as  it  is  in  heaven.” 
“Thy  will  be  done  on  earth.”  This  divine  command  is  to  all,  and  if 
all  would  obey  and  practice  it,  the  knowledge  of  God  would  soon 
eover  the  earth,  and  all  the  imaginary  views,  of  unbelieving  man,  of 
imperfections  in  the  divine  character,  would  be  swept  from  the  world. 

It  is  evident  that  God  is  immutable,  ruling  universally  by  fixed  laws, 
with  certain  penalties  for  every  transgression.  When  the  judgment* 
of  God  fall  upon  the  people,  God  has  not  changed,  but  it  is  the  natural 
penalty  for  transgression.  In  the  New  Testament,  we  have  the  perfect 
principles  of  God,  that  will  make  it  perfect  day  with  man.  Love, 
Mercy,  Truth,  and  Bight,  are  four  of  God’s  attributes.  Can  these  be 
changed  or  altered?  Can  love  be  any  thing  but  love?  Can  mercy  be 
any  thing  but  mercy?  Can  truth  be  any  thing  but  truth?  And 
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right  bo  any  thing  hut  right  ? All  men  will  say,  no,  it  is  an  impossibil- 
ity. And  the  other  attributes,  wisdom,  power,  and  goodness,  are  th* 
lame — unchangeably  and  eternally  fixed  in  their  own  nature.  (Let 
unbelieving  man  hide  his  head  in  the  dust.)  All  of  the  commands  of 
Christ  go  to  confirm  the  divine  character,  in  the  great  purpose  of  man’* 
■alvation,  in  time  and  in  eternity,  and  to  disprove  that  it  was  the  plan 
of  man.  Here  follows  the  testimony. 

Matt.,  v.,  44:  “But  I say  unto  you,  love  your  enemies,  bless  them 
that  curse  you,  do  good  to  them  that  hate  you,  and  pray  for  them  which 
despitefully  use  you  and  persecute  you.  ” Again,  45 : “ That  ye  may  bo 
the  children  of  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven,  for  he  maketh  his  sun  to 
rise  on  the  evil,  and  on  the  good;  and  sendeth  rain  on  the  just,  and  on 
the  unjust.  Matt.,  v.,  87:  “But  let  your  communication  be  yea, 
yea;  nay,  nay;  for  whatsoever  is  more  than  these,  cometh  of  evil.” 
Matt.,  vii.,  12:  “Therefore,  all  things  whatsoever  ye  would  that  men 
•hould  do  unto  you,  do  ye  even  so  to  them : for  this  is  the  law,  and  the 
prophets.”  These  Scriptures  are  a synopsis  of  the  whole  perfect,  eys- 
tom  of  salvation,  that  God  has  given,  that  bears  evidence,  in  its  own 
nature,  that  it  i3  of  God,  and  not  of  man.  As  Paul  says,  “I  received 
it  not  of  man,  neither  was  I taught  it,  but  by  the  revelation  of  Jesu* 
Christ.”  We  have  more  positive  evidence  of  God’s  immutability;  al- 
though the  great  exertions  of  the  Christian  world,  is  a failure  (but  soma 
progress  and  partial  good)  by  their  false  theology.  Sects,  pride,  going 
round  and  establishing  systems  of  their  owrn,  and  not  submitting  to  th# 
righteousness  of  Jesus  Christ.  But  God  says,  “My  word  shall  not 
return  to  me  void,  but  it  shall  perfect  the  work  whereunto  I send  it.” 

We  have  positive  evidence  that  all  these  imperfect  systems  of  men, 
will  be  done  away,  and  God  will  be  all,  and  in  .all.  Isaiah,  lxv.,  17  : 
“For  behold,  I create  new  heavens,  and  a new  earth:  and  the  former 
shall  not  be  remembered,  nor  come  into  mind.”  Isaiah,  lxvi.,  22: 
“For  as  the  new  heavens,  and  the  new  earth  which  I will  make,  shall 
remain  before  me,  saith  the  Lord,  so  shall  your  seed  and  your  name  re- 
main.” 2.  Peter,  iii.,  13 : “Nevertheless  we,  according  to  his  promise, 
look  for  new  heavens,  and  a new  earth,  wherein  dwelleth  righteousness. 
Rev.,  xxi.,  1 : “And  I saw  a new  heaven,  and  a new  earth,  for  the  first 
heaven,  and  the  first  earth  were  passed  away;  and  there  was  no  mor» 
•ea.”  “No  more  sea!” — men’s  systems,  mixed  with  Christianity. 
Daniel,  ii.,  44:  “And  in  the  days  of  these  kings,  shall  the  God  of 
b*aven  set  up  a kingdom  which  shall  never  be  destroyed : and  the  king- 
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dom  shall  not  be  left  to  other  people,  but  it  shall  break  in  pieces,  and 
consume  all  these  kingdoms;  and  it  shall  stand  forever.”  Again,  45 : 
“ Forasmuch  as  thou  sawest  that  the  stone  was  cut  out  of  the  mountain 
without  hands,  and  that  it  brake  in  pieces  the  iron,  the  brass,  the  clay, 
the  silver  and  the  gold : the  great  God  hath  made  known  to  the  king 
what  shall  come  to  pass  hereafter,  and  the  dream  is  certain,  and  the  in- 
terpretation thereof  sure.”  “The  stone  cut  out  of  the  mountain  with- 
out hands” — truth,  revealed  by  Jesus  Christ.  It  is  to  become  a great 
mountain,  and  fill  the  whole  earth.  We  have  more  evidence  upon  this 
important  subject. 

Isaiah,  ii.,  4 : “And  he  shall  judge  among  the  nations,  and  shall  re- 
buke many  people,  and  they  shall  beat  their  swords  into  plough-shares, 
and  their  spears  into  pruning-hooks : nation  shall  not  lift  up  sword 
against  nation,  neither  shall  they  learn  war  any  more.”  Again,  11 : 
“The  lofty  looks  of  man  shall  be  humbled,  and  the  haughtiness  of 
men  shall  be  bowed  down : and  the  Lord  alone  shall  be  exalted  in  that 
day.”  Micah,  iv.,  3 : “And  he  shall  judge  among  many  people,  and 
rebuke  strong  nations  afar  off : and  they  shall  beat  their  swords  into 
plough-shares,  and  their  spears  into  pruning-hooks : nation  shall  not 
lift  up  a sword  against  nation,  neither  shall  they  learn  war  any  more.” 
Again,  4 : “ But  they  shall  sit,  every  man  under  his  vine,  and  under  his 
fig  tree : and  none  shall  make  them  afraid : for  the  mouth  of  the  Lord 
of  hosts  hath  spoken  it.”  Isaiah,  xiii.,  12 : “I  will  make  a man  more 
precious  than  fine  gold:  even  a man  than  the  golden  wedge  of  Opher.” 
Isaiah,  lxv.,  21:  “And  they  shall  build  houses,  and  inhabit  them;  and 
they  shall  plant  vineyards,  and  eat  the  fruit  of  them.”  Again  22  : 
“They  shall  not  build,  and  another  inhabit;  they  shall  not  plant,  and 
another  eat.”  Zech.-,  xiv.,  9 : “And  the  Lord  shall  be  king  over  all 
the  earth : in  that  day  shall  there  be  one  Lord,  and  his  name  one.” 

These  testimonies,  by  inspiration,  need  no  comment.  They  are  pos- 
itive proof,  that  God  will  establish  truth  and  righteousness  in  the  earth. 

We  can  not  expect  these  prophecies  will  be  fulfilled,  until  the  days 
of  the  ‘ beast  ’ and  1 false  prophet 9 are  ended.  Then  will  the  church  of 
Christ  arise  and  shake  herself  from  the  dust,  and  put  on  her  beautiful 
garments.  And  from  the  present  appearance  of  the  world,  and  the 
terrible  shaking  among  the  nations  of  the  earth,  there  is  evidence  that 
the  time  is  nigh,  even  at  the  door.  I will  now  introduce  a series  of 
prophetic  testimony,  that  time  has  proved  true  to  a demonstration,  of 
what  the  professed  Christian  church  would  do.  The  names,  Jerusalem, 
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Zion,  and  Babylon;  are  terms  applied  to  the  cbristian  church  in  her  in- 
iquity. These  prophecies  prove  God  beyond  all  doubt  and  equivocation, 
and  confirm  the  other  testimony,  that  God  will  establish  truth  and 
righteousness  in  the  earth.  As  is  said,  Rev.,  xi.,  15  : “The  kingdoms 
of  this  world  are  become  the  kingdoms  of  our  Lord  and  of  his  Christ,  and 
he  shall  reign  for  ever,  and  ever.”  As  witnessed,  also,  Daniel,  ii., 
35:  “And  the  stone  that  smote  the  image  became  a great  mountain, 
and  filled  the  whole  earth.  Predictions  of  the  iniquity  of  the  church  : 
Micah,  iii.,  10 : “They  build  up  Zion  with  blood,  and  Jerusalem  with 
iniquity.”  Again,  11:  “The  heads  thereof  judge  for  reward,  and  the 
priests  thereof  teach  for  hire,  and  the  prophets  thereof  divine  for 
money:  yet  will  they  lean  upon  the  Lord,  and  say,  is  not  the  Lord 
among  us?  No  evil  can  come  upon  us.”  Isaiah,  i.,  23:  “Thy  princes 
are  rebellious,  and  companions  of  thieves:  every  one  loveth  gifts, 
and  Tolloweth  after  rewards.  They  judge  not  the  fatherless,  neither 
doth  the  cause  of  the  widow  come  unto  them.” 

Jer.,  v.,  26:  “For  among  my  people  are  found  wicked  men:  they 
lay  wait  as  he  that  setteth  snares,  they  set  a trap,  they  catch  men.” 
Again,  27 : “As  a cage  is  fall  of  birds,  so  are  their  houses  full  of  de- 
ceit: therefore  they  are  become  great,  and  waxen  rich.”  Again,  28: 
“They  are  waxen  fat,  they  shine : yea,  they  overpass  the  deeds  of  the 
wicked,  they  judge  not  the  cause,  the  cause  of  the  fatherless,  yet  they 
prosper;  and  the  right  of  the  needy  do  they  not  judge.”  Verse  30: 
“A  wonderful  and  horrible  thing  is  committed  in  the  land.”  Ver.  31 : 
“The  prophets  prophesy  falsely,  and  the-  priests  bear  rule  by  their 
means:  and  my  people  love  to  have  it  so.”  Isaiah,  ii.,  7 : “Their  land 
also  is  full  of  silver  and  gold,  neither  is  there  any  end  of  their  treas- 
ures, their  land  is  also  full  of  horses,  neither  is  there  any  end  of  their 
chariots.”  Ver.,  8:  “Their  land  is  also  full  of  idols,  they  worship  the 
work  of  their  own  hands,  that  which  their  own  fingers  have  made.” 
Ver.  9 : “And  the  mean  man  boweth  down,  and  the  great  man  hum- 
bleth  himself;  therefore  forgive  them  not.”  Rev.,  xviii.,  5:  “For 
her  sins  have  reached  to  heaven,  and  God  hath  remembered  her  ini- 
quities.” Jer.,  Ii.,  53:  “Though  Babylon  should  mount  up- to  heaven, 
and  though  she  should  fortify  the  height  of  her  strength,  yet  from  me 
shall  spoilers  come  unto  her,  saith  the  Lord.”  Amos,  ix.,  2 : “Though 
they  dig  into  hell,  thenee  shall  mine  hand  take  them : though  they  climb 
up  to  heaven,  thence  will  I bring  them  down.”  Isaiah,  xxix.,  16  : 
“Surely  your  turning  of  things  upside  down  shall  be  as  the  potters 
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day.”  Ezk.,  xxxiv.,  8:  “As  I live,  saith  the  Lord  God,  surely,  be- 
cause my  flock  became  a prey,  and  my  flock  became  meat  to  every 
beast  of  the  field,  because  there  was  no  shepherd,  neither  did  my  shep- 
herds search  for  my  flock;  but  the  shepherds  fed  themselves,  and  fed 
not  my  flock.” 

These  prophecies  prove  that  there  is  a God,  that  can  not  look  upon 
gin  with  any  allowance — and  they  become  insurmountable  evidence,  of 
the  reality  of  the  eternal  God,  with  all  his  divine  attributes.  When 
we  see  by  the  history  of  the  world,  that  all  these  prophecies  have  been 
fulfilled,  by  the  Greek,  Roman,  and  Protestant  churches.  I repeat  it 
fgain,  that  the  true  history  of  the  Greek  church,  and  the  true  history 
odf  the  Roman  church,  and  the  true  history  of  the  Protestant  church, 
prove  the  truth  of  God’s  word,  spoken  by  different  men,  by  inspiration, 
ft  different  times,  and  at  different  places,  thousands  of  years  before  tho 
«vil  deeds  spoken  of,  were  actually  committed.  Mark  the  truth  of 
prophecy,  and  its  fulfillment  by  history;  and  we  have  incontrovertible 
evidence  of  the  true  God ; with  whom  all  things  are  one  eternal  now. 

I will  now  point  out  the  inferences  most  necessary  for,  and  useful  to, 
mankind. 

The  first  thing  for  us  to  consider  is,  the  philosophy  of  man,  for 
Which  I shall  refer  to  his  creation. — Gen.,  i.,  26:  “And  God  said,  let 
us  make  man  in  our  image,  after  our  likeness;  and  let  them  hav« 
dominion  over  the  fish  of  the  sea,  and  over  the  fowl  of  the  air,  and 
aver  the  cattle,  and  over  all  the  earth.”  Yer.  27:  “So  God  created 
man  in  his  own  image,  in  the  image  of  God  created  he  him,  male  and 
female  created  he  them.” 

Here  it  is  said  that  man  was  made  in  the  image  of  God.  I will  ask 
how  we  shall  understand  this?  Was  it  that  part  of  man  that  wai 
formed  of  the  dust — this  terrestrial  body,  whose  element  is  the  earth 
with  its  millions  of  evil  propensities  (rendered  so  by  the  freedom  in 
which  he  was  created)  ? Certainly  not,  there  is  no  likeness  of  God  in 
it.  We  must  look  again,  Gen.,  ii.,  7:  “And  the  Lord  God  formed 
man  of  the  dust  of  the  ground,  and  breathed  into  his  nostrils  tha 
breath  of  life,  and  man  became  a living  soul.”  It  is  this  living  soul 
that  is  made  in  the  image  of  God : its  element  is  celestial : capable  of 
elevation  and  development  in  power,  by  the  attributes  of  God ; so  that 
he  can  rule  all  his  terrestrial  organization.  I will  observe,  that  we  can 
eee,  that  God  has,  in  the  earth,  provided  abundantly  for  all  the  want* 
wf  terrestrial  man.  The  want  and  oppression  that  is  seen,  is  by  the 
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misrule  of  man,  and  contrary  to  all  the  commands  of  God.  But  the 
provision  for  the  soul  is  not  of  the  earth.  It  is  the  spiritual  essence  of 
eternal  truth,  and  eternal  right;  delivered  to  man  by  Jesus  Christ. 
It  is  the  bread  of  life  and  water  of  life,  that  came  down  from  heaven. 
Man  can  not  be  happy  without  it;  in  time  or  in  eternity.  Hence  w» 
are  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  there  is  no  salvation  for  man,  no  com- 
plete happiness  for  the  human  family,  but  in  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ.  Paul  says  it  is  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation.  And  it  is  a 
truth  that,  there  is  no  other  name  given  under  heaven  and  among  men, 
whereby  we  can  be  saved.  Because  it  is  the  only  system  that  estab- 
lishes the  principle  of  right,  to  rule  over  might. 

The  soul  of  man,  in  its  element,  is  congenial  to  the  rule  of  right; 
but  the  earthly  part  of  man,  in  its  element,  is  congenial  to  the  princi- 
ple of  might,  to  rule  over  right.  This  causes  the  evil  propensities,  and 
has  made  the  apostle  say : The  carnal  mind  is  enmity  against  God,  it  is 
not  subject  to  his  law,  neither  indeed  can  be.  The  great  question  is 
now  before  us.  What  can  man  do  for  his  own  salvation,  and  for  the 
salvation  of  the  world  ? It  is  a plain  truth  that  God  only  is  able,  and 
it  is  also  plain  that  God  requires  men  to  work  with  him,  so  that  men 
shall  be  co-workers  together  with  God.  It  is  a truth  that  man  must  be 
born  again.  u For  that  which  is  born  of  the  flesh  is  flesh,  and  that 
which  is  born  of  the  spirit  is  spirit.’ 7 This  brings  us  to  the  point,  that 
man  must  be  bora  of  God.  But  what  can  man  do?  The  different 
sects  of  professed  Christians  have  their  various  systems,  and  some  of  them 
link  in  much  of  heathen  mythology ; but  all  of  it  goes  no  farther  than  to 
affect  the  animal  nature  of  man.  I shall  pass  over  it.  The  more  cor- 
rect preachers  of  the  gospel,  hold  forth  {Pis  principle  that,  the  creature 
must  exercise  faith  and  repentance,  as  * a means  of  their  salvation. 
This  may  appear  reasonable,  but  if  we  examine  the  subject  farther,  we 
shall  discover  an  inconsistency;  for,  true  faith  arises  only  in  an  ele- 
vated soul,  and  repentance  is  the  effect.  To  require  faith  and  repents 
ance  of  a soul  that  is  held  completely  dormant,  by  the  millions  of  evil 
propensities  that  rule  this  terrestrial  body,  is  paradoxical. 

I will  now  come  to  the  true  Christian  philosophy,  that  elevates  the 
soul  of  man,  and  makes  the  kings  and  priests  to  our  God. 

It  is  said  the  soul  is  made  in  the  likeness  of  God.  No  earthly  pow- 
ers can  elevate  it.  It  is  of  the  celestial  element;  and  when  the  gospel 
in  preached  in  its  purity,  (unmixed  with  men’s  systems,)  the  soul  is 
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ready  to  receive  it.  Then  comes  the  conflict  between  the  flesh  and  the 
spirit.  Paul  says,  ‘it  wrought  in  me  all  manner  of  concupiscence/ 

God  may  also  be  seen  in  the  laws  of  nature,  and  awaken  the  powers 
of  the  soul;  but  in  his  word  God  is  made  manifest  to  man,  plainly, 
clearly  and  definitely,  for  his  salvation  in  time  and  eternity. 

John  says,  in  the  beginning  was  the  word,  the  word  was  with  God, 
and  the  word  was  God.  The  word  was  made  flesh  and  dwelt  among 
us,  &c.  Here  we  see  the  fulfilment  of  the  prediction,  they  shall  call 
his  name  Emmanuel  — God  with  us.  Here,  we  have  God,  in  the  spir- 
itual essence  of  his  attributes,  made  plain  to  all  men:  viz.,  love, 
mercy,  truth  and  right;  also  wisdom,  power  and  goodness.  These  at- 
tributes, the  perfection  of  God,  are  seen  in  the  preaching  of  the  gospel 
that  awakens  the  dead  faculties  of  the  soul;  by  the  true  light,  the  soul 
is  developed,  and  becomes  strong  — repentance  flows  as  the  natural 
consequence,  and  faith  takes  hold  of  the  promises  of  God.  In  a per- 
fect work,  the  soul  is  born  of  the  spirit. 

I will  now  say  that,  all  men  and  women  are  capable  of  receiving  God 
in  this  way ; and  he  is  life  eternal.  They  can  embrace  the  principles  of 
love,  mercy,  truth  and  right,  with  the  other  attributes : they  can  press 
them  to  their  bosoms,  nourish  and  cherish  them.  The  soul  will  take 
hold  on  God;  all  the  evil  propensities  of  this  terrestrial  body  can  not 
withstand  the  power  of  God.  They  will  be  subjected,  and,  by  the  ele- 
vation of  the  soul,  the  mind  will  be  established  in  righteousness,  so 
that  he  or  they,  will  work  out  their  own  salvation  with  fear  and  trem- 
bling; for  it  is  God  that  worketh  in  them,  both  to  will  and  to  do  of  his 
own  good  pleasure.  Thus  we  have  brought  the  subject  to  a focus,  that 
God  is  the  only  salvation  of  the  soul;  that  God  “has  revealed  himself 
so  plainly,  that  man  can  receive* him;  and  when  the  soul  is  thus  ele- 
vated, man  saves  himself  from  the  evils  of  this  present  world.  One 
question  still  remains,  of  vast  importance.  What  can  man  do  to  save 
the  world.  Answer:  salvation  is  within  his  power:  and  man  can  save 
the  world  by  the  same  principle,  by  which  the  individual  is  saved. 
Solomon  says, : train  up  a child  in  the  way  he  should  go,  and  when  he 
is  old  he  will  not  depart  from  it. 

There  is  but  one  way  in  which  this  can  be  done ; and  that  is  by  ele- 
vating the  noble  faculties  of  the  soul  in  infancy.  Teach  them  mercy, 
love,  truth  and  right.  The  infant  mind  will  readily  receive  them;  and 
the  child  will  grow  up  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord. 

Have  all  schools  upon  the  moral  system ; and  all  legislation  upon  the 
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principle  of  right,  to  rule  over  might.  And  let  all  judicial  decisions, 
and  executive  powers  be  carried  out,  perfectly  in  accordance  with  the 
attributes  of  Giod,  and  it  will  be  the  perfect  salvation  of  the  world  : 
the  prophecies  fulfilled,  and  universal  man  appreciate  the  revelations  of 
Jesus  Christ.

I sent  a copy  of  the  above  to  Scotland,  directed  to  the  P.  M.  at 
Aberdeen,  to  give  to  the  proper  Authorities.  It  was  mailed  in  Peoria, 
the  10th  of  July,  1853.  I have  not  heard  of  any  decision. 

The  following,  taken  from  the  ‘New  York  Universe/  is  all  that  I 
know  of  the  matter. 

u A Chance  for  Theologians  ! ! In  1774,  a Scottish  gentleman  left  a 
sum  of  money,  the  interest  of  which,  he  directed  should  be  given  as  a 
prize,  at  the  expiration  of  every  forty  years,  to  the  author  of  the  best 
work  upon  the  evidence  of  the  existence  of  a Supreme  Being.  The  prize 
has  already  been  once  awarded,  and  the  second  period  of  forty  years 
will  expire  on  the  first  of  January,  1854.  By  that  time,  the  accumu- 
lated interest  will  have  amounted  to  the  very  desirable  sum  of  twelve 
thousand  dollars.  All  of  which  will  become  the  property  of  the  author 
of  the  successful  treatise.  The  competition  is  open  to  all  the  world; 
and  there  is  no  instruction  as  to  the  length  or  brevity  of  the  essay.  As 
several  American  clergymen  will  doubtless  be  competitors  for  this  splen- 
did premium,  we  copy,  from  an  Aberdeen  paper,  the  exact  subject  to 
be  elucidated,  as  expressed  in  the  following  terms 

“The  evidence  that  there  is  a Supreme  Being,  all-powerful,  wise, 
and  good;  by  whom  every  thing  exists.  And  particularly  to  obviate 
difficulties  regarding  the  wisdom,  and  goodness  of  the  Deity.  And 
this,  in  the  first  place,  from  considerations  independent  of  written  rev- 
elation; and  in  the  second  place,  of  the  revelation  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 
And  from  the  whole,  to  point  out  the  inferences  most  necessary  for,  and 
useful  to,  mankind.” 
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It  is  of  vast  importance  to  the  world  for  man  to  understand  cor- 
rectly the  Theology  of  the  Bible ; for  by  the  false  Theology  that  is 
extant,  kings  and  tyrants  rule.  They  monopolize  the  earth,  and,  by 
that  means,  they  brutalize  God's  rational  intelligences. 

There  are  but  two  principle  elements  in  the  world — the  principle  of 
tyranny,  which  in  its  ultimatum  is  absolutism,  and  the  principle  of 
liberty,  which  in  its  ultimatum  is  universal  to  intellectual  man.  These 
are  the  only  elements  in  this  sphere. 

All  the  moves  and  actions  of  the  political  and  ecclesiastical  world, 
are  tending  invariably  to  establish  absolute  tyranny,  or,  to  establish 
universal  liberty.  There  is  no  middle  place  to  settle  between  them, 
they  are  perfect  opposites,  like  truth  and  falsehood,  like  right  and 
wrong,  like  love  and  hatred^  &c. 

By  the  Theology  of  man  tyranny  is  supported  and  established;  but 
by  the  Theology  of  the  Bible,  universal  liberty,  universal  love,  and 
good  will  to  universal  man,  are  supported  and  established. 

From  time  immemorial,  kings  have  claimed  the  right,  from  God  their 
creator,  to  rule  the  world  and  make  use  of  the  people  as  their  cattle. 
And,  without  doubt,,  by  their  influence  the  Theology  of  the  world  was 
established  — perfectly  in  the  element  of  tyranny.  America  declared 
that  God  had  created  all  men  equal  and  given  to  them  the  unalienable 
right  to  life,  liberty,  to  pursue  happiness ^ — this  is  in  the  element  of 
liberty.  It  is  a declaration  perfectly  in  accordance  with  the  word  of 
God,  and  the  testimony  of  Jesus  Christ.  The  people-  say  we  must 
not  unite  religion  with  politics. 

This  may  be  proper,  but  the  first  thing  most  proper  for  us  to 
do,  is  to  analyze  our  religion,  to  see  which  of  the  elements  it  belongs 
to — tyranny  or  liberty.  If  it  is  of  the  element  of  tyranny,  it  will 
join  in  support  of  laws  made  by  tyrants,  upon  the  principle  of  might 
to  rule  over  right.  So  we  see  that,  being  of  the  same  element,  they 
will  go  together,  and  help  each  other  without  a special  law. 
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But  if  you  find  your  religion  to  be  in  tbe  element  of  liberty,  you 
liave  positive  proof  that  it  is  the  Christian  religion,  and  if  we  would 
unite  it  with  tyranny,  it  would  neutralize  the  tyranny  • but  Christianity 
can  not  be  united  with  tyranny.  However,  it  will  unite,  politically, 
in  support  of  laws  that  are  made  upon  the  principle  of  right  to  rule 
over,  might. 

The  great  question  of  the  world  must  be  settled  before  Christianity 
can  pervade  the  earth,  and  before  liberty  can  become  universal.  Christ- 
ianity and  liberty  are  indissoluble.  The  great  question  is  : ITas  God 
given  to  kings  the  divine  right  to  rule  the  world,  or,  has  God  given 
that  right  to  universal  man,  according  to  the  declaration  of  American 
liberty  ? This  question  is  of  vast  importance,  on  it  depends  the  salva- 
tion of  American  liberty,  with  the  reign  of  Christianity  and  the  salva- 
tion of  the  world. 

No  man  is  capable  of  legislating  unless  he  knows  that  God  has  given 
to  man  the  right  to  life  and  the  right  to  himself.  And  certainly,  it  is 
essential  for  a preacher  of  the  gospel  to  know  the  rights  that  God  has 
given  to  man.  For,  without  that  knowledge,  the  preacher  can  not 
understand  the  scriptures,  neither  can  he  comprehend  the  laws  of  God 
in  nature. 

Again,  the  decision  of  this  great  question  is  of  vast  importance  to 
the  American  Union.  We  hear  our  politicians  telling  of  the  rights  of 
the  north  and  the  rights  of  the  south.  The  rights  of  the  east  and  the 
rights  of  the  west.  And  in  the  same  strain  of  demagogue  principles 
they  tell  us  of  the  rights  of  property.  This  brings  the  sutgect  before 
us  for  investigation. 

It  is  of  vital  importance.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  man  to  analyze 
these  principles.  Let  every  man  ask  himself,  where  did  these  different 
states  get  their  different  rights  ? “Paul  says,  God  hath  made  of  one 
blood  all  Nations  that  dwell  upon  the  face  of  the  earth:”  Our  Declar- 
ation of  Independence  says  God  has  given  them  equal  rights. 

Perhaps  it  may  be  said  that  these  rights  that  differ  so,  are  conven- 
tional. Then  the  question  naturally  arises,  are  the  rights  of  man 
conventional  ? This  will  be'  denied  by  every  man  that  breathes  in  the 
element  of  liberty.  And  it  will  only  be  supported  by  those  that  be- 
lieve in  the  divine  right  of  kings. 

For  the  word  of  God  and  the  testimony  of  Jesus  Ghrist,  show  that 
God  is  immutable,  his  gifts  perfect,  that  can  not  be  added  to  nor  taken 
from.  Which  truth  is  sanctioned  by  the  laws  of  nature,  and  confirmed 
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by  the  acts  of  our  revolutionary  fathers.  u Rights  of  property” — com- 
mon expressions  in  our  legislative  halls  and  in  our  courts.  Incon- 
sistent as  such  language  is  it  must  be  indicative  of  some  thing.  It 
can  not  be  of  liberty,  for  liberty  consists  -only  in  the  right  that  God 
gave  to  man.  That  was  dominion  over  all  the  earth.  It  must  be  in 
the  element  of  tyranny. 

Let  us  try  to  find  the  rights  of  property.  Say  a man  has  ten  thous- 
and dollars  in  merchandise^  what  rights  has  that  property  ? Not  any. 
There  is  no  right  to  be  found,  neither  does  it  give  the  owner  any  right, 
but  it  enables  him  to  carry  out  his  rights  further  then  he  could  with- 
out it. 

With  the  great  question  before  us,  how  are  we  to  maintain  the 
union  of  these  states  that  have  such  different  rights  ? 

The  American  Presidents,  and  .Congress  have  said,  and  still  say,  we 
will  maintain  the  union  ! But  how  ? The  answer  is,  by  acts  and 
words.  We  will  continue  the  monopoly  of  the  land,  to  make  the  rich 
richer,  and  to  make  the  poor  poorer,  (as  all  kings  have  done),  and  we 
will  perpetuate  and  extend  chattel  slavery,  (until  it  shall  become  uni- 
versal like  serfdom  in  Russia,)  to  maintain  our  glorious  union  ! ! 

Such  depravity,  in  such  men,  would  not  exist  if  it  was  not  for  the 
false  Theology  that  is  extant.  It  is  the  same  depravity  that  destroyed 
the  liberty  of  Rome.  And  we  can  see  the  same  depravity,  caused  by 
the  same  false  Theology  which  is  extant,  in  all  the  states  They  have 
denied  God,  and  utterly  refuse  to  be  governed  by  the  eternal  principles 
of  truth  and  right.  They  deny  that  they  are  under  obligation  to  carry 
out  practically  the  principles  ‘of  the  attributes  of  God,  by  love,  mercy, 
truth,  right,  wisdom,  power,  and  goodness.  All  this  is  caused  by  the 
false  Theology.  Yes,  more,  they  have  disgraced  bur  revolutionary 
Fathers,  by  giving  them  the  lie,  for  in  their  acts  they  say,  God  has 
not  given  to  man  the  right  to  life,  liberty,  an$  to  pursue  happiness,  but 
to  kings  and  conventions  of  men  are  these  rights  given. 

Also,  in  their  depravity,  they  utterly  refuse  to  be  governed  by  the 
most  solemn  oaths  which  they  all  take — “to  establish  justice,  and  to 
ensure  domestic  tranquillity,”  &c.  This  is  the  basis  of  our  Constitution 
and  the  only  principle  for  which  we  want  a government. 

Nothing  but  the  tyrant’s  Theology  would  cause  such  depravity  in  our 
legislative  bodies,  and  cause  such  darkness  upon  the  minds  of  the  peo- 
ple tfcat  they  do  not  require  them  to  perform  their  oaths.  Again,  we 
can  see  the  evil  effects  of  the  tyrant’s  Theology,  in  causing  people  to 
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believe  that  they  have  different  rights.  And,  in  this  belief  they  adopt 
the  system  of  codification,  upon  the  principle  of  might  to  rule  over 
right,  contrary  to  the  laws  of  nature  and  to  all  the  divine  commands 
of  God. 

We  can  see  that  there  is  a perfect  analogy  — the  same  philosphy,  in 
the  same  Theology,  in  the  great  exertions  of  our  government  to  main- 
tain the  union,  as  there  was  with  the  Popes  when  they  murdered  sixty- 
five  millions  five  hundred  thousand  people,-  to  ensure  the  universal 
union  of  Christianity.  The  inconsistency  of  the  one,  is  as  great  as  the 
inconsistency  of  the  other. 

The  motto  of  the  tyrant’s  Theology  is,  the  divine  right  of  kings. 
But  the  motto  of  the  Christian  Theology  is,  the  divine  right  of  univer- 
sal man. 

This  is  the  great  question  of  the  world — it  must  be  settled.  On  it 
depends  the  salvation  of  our  republic.  It  is  the  cause  of  the  present 
war  in  Europe  and  China,  and  many  of  the  tyrants  are  compelled  by 
the  laws  of  nations  to  fight  for  liberty,  to  save  themselves  from  being 
swallowed  up  in  the  vortex  of  absolutism. 

It  is  shocking  to  humanity,  to  see  our  great  men,  our  scientific  men, 
so  vastly  ignorant,  as  to  think  that  they  can  support  liberty  by  tyranny 
by  codifying  laws  contrary  to  God  and  nature. 

We  would  suppose  that  in  America  every  man  of  common  intellect 
would  say  that,  all  laws  must  be  made  upon  the  principle  of  right  to 
rule  over  might,  to  keep  pace  with  science,  and  the  progress  of  the  age. 
For  all  men  of  common  sense  are  compelled  to  say  that,  all  laws  made 
upon  the  principle  of  might  to  rule  over  right,  are  piratical.  We  can 
see  the  effect  of  piratical  laws.  Note  the  anti-rent  war  in  the  State  of 
New  York  with  their  piratical  jurisprudence.  Look  into  Kentucky, 
there  we  can  learn  what  is  meant  by  the  rights  of  property,  in  the 
judiciary,  to  clear  the  guilty  murderer.  Most  part  of  the  mobs  in  the 
world  are  from  the  same  cause. 

If  we  look  at  our  courts  through  the  United  States  we  have  the  evi- 
dence of  the  base  effects  of  this  false  Theology.  All  their  proceedings 
are  upon  the  hypothesis  of  the  divine  rights  of  kings.  Of  course  they 
must  clear  the  guilty  if  they  have  money  enough  to  pay  for  it,  for 
mammon  is  the  only  God  of  kings.  There  is  no  progress  in  our  courts, 
they  are  all  looking  back  into  the  dark  ages  of  the  world  for  the  light 
of  truth — they  have  borrowed  their  judiciary  of  tyrants,  and  by  their 
technicalities  they  curse  the  country. 
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We  must  have  an  American  judiciary,  for  the  depravity  of  our  judi- 
ciary, is  on  a parellel  with  our  legislative,  if  not  worse. 

Let  us  refer  to  the  wisdom  and  foresight  of  Thoiuas  Jefferson,  who 
on  the  morning  of  the  fourth  of  July,  177G,  after  reading  the  declar- 
ation of  independence  the  second  time,  said,  “this  will  do  for  this  time, 
when  the  war  is  over,  and  our  freedom  won,  the  people  must  make  a 
new  declaration.  They  must  declare  the  rights  of  man  the  individual, 
sacred  above  all  craft  in  priesthood  or  government.  They  must  at  one 
blow,  put  an  end  to  all  the  trickeries  of  English  law,  which,  garnered 
up  in  the  charnels  of  age,  bind  the  heart  and  will  with  lies.  They 
must  perpetuate  republican  truth  by  making  the  homestead  of  every 
American  a holy  thing,  which  no  law  can  touch,  no  juggle  wrest 
from  his  wife  and  children.  Until  this  is  done  the  revolution  will 
have  been  fought  in  vain.” 

Why  will  not  the  American  people  be  wise  and  carry  out  practi- 
cally the  principles  of  the  revolution,  and  secure  to  our  nation  an 
eternal  weight  of  glory,  that  will  never  fade  away ; and  the  moral 
power  formed  thereby  prove  the  salvation  of  the  world.  The  door 
is  plainly  open  before  us.  Salvation  and  glory  are  of  God,  and  not 
of  kings  or  conventions  of  men.  Our  revolutionary  fathers  lit  a cam 
die  and  placed  it  on  a candle-stick,  and  the  light  thereof  shone  con- 
spicuously. But  our  government  have  put  a bushel  over  it.  (The 
divine  right  of  kings).  And  now  darkness  covers  the  earth,  and 
gross  darkness  the  people. 

The  friends  of  humanity  must  all  unite  and  take  off  the  bushel. 
Let  there  be  no  strife  who  shall  be  the  greatest.  Take  off  the 
bushel,  and  every  man  will  be  as  big  as  he  possibly  can  be  made. 
As  President  Pierce  said,  “a  nation  of  sovereigns.”  There  are  no 
different  sects  in  Christianity,  and  no  different  races  of  men  in  lib- 
erty. A religion  and  politics,  that  unites  with  tyranny,  is  a curse 
to  any  people.  Take  off  the  bushel,  and  let  the  glory  of  God  fill 
the  earth  by  America. 

The  declaration  of  independence  was  the  beginning  of  a new  era. 
There  had  never  been  before  a nation  that  had  acknowledged  God 
in  the  rights  of  man,  according  to  the  laws  of  nature.  Christianity 
had  been  preached  and  spread  far  and  wide,  but  the  nations  of  the 
earth  had  turned  it  into  priestcraft,  in  the  divine  right  of  kings, 
by  the  false  Theology. 

This  then  was  the  beginning  of  the  Christian  era,  politically,  accord- 
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ing  to  the  prophecy  of  Isaiah,  66th  chapter,  8th  verse : “Who  hath 
heard  such  a thing,  who  hath  seen  such  things  ? Shall  the  earth  be 
made  .to  bring  forth  in  one  day,  or  shall  a nation  be  born  at  once  ?•” 

On  the  fourth  of  July,  1776,  America  was  born  at  once,  as  a nation 
in  the  element  of  universal  liberty  and  fraternity.  It  appears  that  it 
astonished  Isaiah  when  he  looked  into  futurity  and  saw  that  a nation 
Would  be  born  in  a day,  by  the  power  of  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 
Let  us  have  the  declaration. 

“We  hold  these  truths  to  be  self-evident,  that  all  men  are  created 
equals,  that  they  are  endowed  by  their  Creator  with  certain  unalienable 
rights,  that  among  these  are  life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness; 
that  to  secure  these  rights,  governments  are  instituted  amongst  men ; 
deriving  their  just  powers  from  the  consent  of  the  governed : that 
when  ever  any  form  of  government  becomes  destructive  of  these  ends 
it  is  the  right  of  the  people  to  alter  or  abolish  it,  and  to  institute  a new 
government, , laying  its  foundation  on  such  principles,  and  organizing 
its  powers  in  such  form  as  to  them  shall  seem  most  likely  to  effect  their 
safety  and  happiness.” 

This  is  the  plain,  simple,  truthful  declaration  of  infant  America  on 
the  day  of  her  birth.  It  was  the  first  breath  that  a nation  breathed  in 
the  element  of  Christianity.  This  declaration  is  canonized  in  the  heart 
of  every  American ; and  a profession  of  Christianity  without  these 
principles,  prove  them  hypocrites  and  demagogues.  This  declaration  is 
paramount  to  every  American  institution.  The  Constitution  was 
framed  upon  this  basis,  as  shown  by  its  preamble.  Let  us  have  it 

“ We,  the  people  of  the,  United  States,  in  order  to  form  a more  per- 
fect union,  establish  justice,  ensure  domestic  tranquillity,  provide  for 
the  common  defense,  promote  the  general  welfare  and  secure  the  bless- 
ings of  liberty  to  ourselves  and  our  posterity ; do  ordain  and  establish 
this  Constitution,  for  the  United  States  of  America.”  Let  the  people 
and  nations  govern  themselves  by  these  principles,  and  wars  will  cease, 
and  the  knowledge  of  God  will  cover  the  earth.  • 
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To  the  professors  of  Christianity  in  the  World s 

Brethren  — I know  of  no  different  sects  in  Christianity.  I shall 
address  you  as  one. 

I know  of  no  different  interests  in  Christianity — I shall  speak  of  it 
as  one,  viz  : the  salvation  of  the  world.  Brethren,  is  there  not  a great 
work  before  us?  Bo  we,  as  a professing  people,  appreciate  the  magni- 
tude and  sublime  effects  of  Christians  obeying  the  plain  and  simple 
commands  of  Christ. 

All  the  church  will  admit  that,  Christianity  is  a substance,  not  a 
mere  profession  of  forms,  ceremonies  and  technicalities,  but  the  spirit- 
ual essence  of  love,  merc^,  truth,  and  right.  Let  the  church  practice 
these  principles,  and  the  world  is  saved.  Christ  says  to  his  deciples, 
u Ye  are  the  salt  of  the  earth.”  They  wrote  the  New  Testament, 
which  contains  all  the  elements  of  salvation,  and  God  requires  his 
church  to  carry  them  into  effect  practically.  Where  is  the  church  that 
loves  God  supremely,  and  universal  man  as  herself.  This  only  is  the 
church  of  Jesus  Christ. 

More  than  a thousand  years  have  passed  since  the  science  of  salva- 
tion has  been  revealed  to  man.  Where  is  the  progress  ? The  whole 
world  lies  in  wickedness.  Man  discovered  electricity,  and . reduced  it 
to  practical  utility.  But  not  so  with  Christianity.  Where  is  the  wrong  ? 
It  is  certainly  in  the  church,  for  the  elements  of  salvation  e;iven  by 
God  to  his  people,  are  ample,  perfect  and- complete,  for  the  salvation  of 
the  world.  Where  is . the  wrong  ? In  the  church.  She  has  placed  all 
her  artillery  in  support  of  the  bubbled  Theology  extant,  to  save  the 
souls  in  eternity.  They  have  left  wickedness  in  high  places,  entirely 
untouched,  and  even  support  it  by  their  silence  upon  the  great  sin  of 
governments  robbing  man  of  the  right  to  life,  that  God  has  given  to 
every  one,  by  monopolizing  land  that  is  essential  to  sustain  life ; and 
thereby  establishing  tyranny  and  slavery  throughout  the  world. 
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Where  is  the  salt  ? It  has  lost  its  savor,  by  a false  application.  It  is 
certainly  high  time  for  the  church  to  burst  the  bubble,  that  Christianity 
has  nothing  to  do  with  politics.  (Profound  ignoran.ce.)  The  salt  must 
be  applied  to  save  the  meat.  If  we  turn  our  attention  to  Congress, 
that  august  body;  where  is  the  soul?  It  is  not  to  be  found.  There  is 
the  great  sleek  animal  copying  John  Bull.  And  if  two  of  its  mem- 
bers offend  each  other  there  is  no  soul  to  regulate  the  body,  but  the 
members,  more  brutally  than  the  brutes,  take  each  others  lives,  and 
call  it  laws  of  honor.  And,  at  the  same  time  they  ridicule  the  idea 
that  there  is  a higher  law  than  that  of  John  Bull. 

This  is  all  brought  about  by  the  false  Theology  extant.  Law  is  an 
eternal  principle,  perfectly  in  the  element  of  Christianity,  but  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  the  United  States  have  borrowed  their  system  of  juris- 
prudence from  John  Bull,  and  are  entirely  without  a soul,  like  the  leg- 
islative, und  from  the  same  cause.  To  confirm  the  above,  I quote  Kos- 
suth, in  his  speech  to  the  bar  of  New  York. 

“Gentlemen  of  the  bar,  you  have  the  noble  task  to  be  the  first  in- 
terpreters of  the  law — to  make  it  subservient  to  justice—  to  maintain 
its  eternal  principles  against  the  encroachments  of  sects,  and  to  restore 
those  principles  to  life  whenever  they  become  obliterated  by  misunder- 
standing or  by  violence — when  darkness  is  cast  upon  the  light  of 
t tuth. 

Let  me  in  that  respect  briefly  state  my  opinion  about  the  system  of 
codification,  as  opposed  to  customary  law. 

You  have  a great  authority  for  codification — Livingston;  and  really 
it  may  be  presumptuous  to  state  an  opinion  contrary  to  his.  Still,  I 
confess  I am  no  friend  of  codification.  I am  no  friend  of  it,  because 
1 am  a friend  of  free  un  arrested  progress.  And  a code  arrests  pro- 
gress. It  is  an  iron  hand  which  hinders  the  circulation  of  intelligence 
and  fetters  its  development,  which  freely  must  go  on  toward  boundless 
perfection — the  destiny  of  humanity. 

You  know  what  a thick  shadow  was  cast  over  centuries,  upon  the 
field  of  justice,  by  the  code  of  Justinian-;  and  how,  even  yet,,  whole 
enlightened  nations  are  laboring  within  its  iron  grasp.  My  opinion  is 
that  law  must  hold  page  in  its  development  with  the  development  of 
institutions  and  intelligence;  but,  until  this,  law  is  and  must  be  an  ob- 
ject of  continual  progress.  Justice  is  immortal,  eternal  and  immuta- 
ble, like  God  himself. 

And  the  progress  in  the  development  of  law  is  then,  only  a progress 
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when  it  is  directed  towards  those  immortal  principles  of  justice  which 
are  eternal  like  God  himself,  and  when  ever  prejudice,  or  error,  suc- 
ceeds in  establishing  what  ever  doctrine  is  customary  law,  which  is  con- 
trary to  the  eternal  principles  of  justice,  it  is  one  of  your  noblest  duties 
gentlemen,  to  avail  yourselves  of  the  privilege  of  not  having  a writ- 
ten code  to  fetter  justice  within  the  hounds  of  error  and  prejudices — 
it  is  one  of  your  noblest  duties”  to  apply  principles  to  show  that  an 
unjust  custom  is  a corrupt  practice — an  abuse.  And  by  showing 
this,  to  originate  that,  change,  or  rather  development  in  the  unwritten 
customary  law,  which  is  necessary  to  make  it  protect  justice  instead  of 
opposing  and  violating  it. 

If  this  be  your  noble  vocation  in  respect  to  the  private  laws  of  your 
country,  let  me  entreat  you,  gentlemen,  to  extend  it  to  that  public  law, 
which,  regulating  the  mutual  duties  of  nations  toward  each  other,  rules, 
the  destinies  of  humanity  You  know  that  upon  this  field,  where  rests 
no  code  but  that  of  nature  and  of  nature’s  God,  which  your  forefathers 
invoked  when  they  raised  the  colonies^ of  England  to  the  noble  rank  of 
a free  nation,  and  an  independent  power  on  earth  You  know  that  in 
that  eternal  code  there  are  not  written  pettifogging  subtleties,  but  only 
everlasting  principles — everlasting,  like  those  *by  which  the  world  is 
ruled  by  God. 

Yoil  know  that  when  artificial  cunning  of  ambitious  oppressors,  suc- 
ceeds to  distort  those  principles  into  practice,  contrary  to  them,  and 
when  passive  indifference,  or  thoughtlessness  submits  to  that  above,  as 
weakness  must  submit,  it  is  the  noble  destiny,  let  me  say  duty,  of  en- 
lightened nations,  alike  powerful  as  free,  to  restore  those  eternal  prin- 
ciples to  practical  value,'  that  justice,  right,  and  truth  may  sway  where 
injustice,  oppression,  and  error  prevailed.  Raise  high  with  manly 
hands  the  blazing  torch  of  truth,  upon  the  dark  field  of  arbitrary  pre- 
judices. Become  the  champions  of  principles,  and  your  peo'ple  will 
become  the  regenerators  of  international  public  law.  It  will. 

A tempest-tossed  life  has  some  what  sharpened  the  eyes  of  my  soul. 
And  had  it  even  not- done  so,  still,  I would  dare  say,  I know  how  to 
read  your  people’s  hearts.  It  is  so  easy  to  read  it,  because  it  is  open 
like  nature,  and  unpolluted  like  a virgin’s  heart.  May  others  shut 
their  ears  to  the  cry  of  oppressed  humanity,  because  they  regard 
duties,  but  through  the  glass  of  petty  interests.  Your  people  have 
that  instinct  of  justice  and  generosity  which  is  the  stamp  of  man- 
kind’s heavenly  origin,  and  it  is  conscious  of  your  country’s  power, 
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it  is  jealous  of  its  own  dignity.  It  knows  that  it  has  the  power  to 
restore  the  law  of  nations  to  the  principles  of  justice  and  right,  and 
knowing  itself  to  have  the  power,  it  is  willing  to  be  as  good  as  its 
power  is.” 

These  principles  laid  down  by  Kossuth,  are  eternal  realities.  Has 
the  church  nothing  to  do  in  support  of  those  eternal  principles,  which 
are  like  God  himself?  O,  shame,  where  is  thy  blush  ! The  church  is 
the  only  power  on  earth  that  can  now  knock  off  the  horns  of  John 
Bull  that  Brother  Jonathan  is  now  placing  upon  his  own  head.  (I  call 
the  church  those  that  hay e the  principles  of  Christ.) 

I will  now  show  that  the  church  must  be  the  soul  of  the  world,  for 
as  the  body  of  man  is  dead  without  the  soul,  even  so,  the  world  is 
dead  to  the  principles  of  love,  mercy,  truth,  and  right,  without  Chris- 
tianity. The  church  must  place  a soul  in  our  legislative  and  judicial 
councils,  that  will  cause  our  executive  to  perform  their  oaths ; viz : 
“ To  establish  justice,  and  to  ensure  domestic  tranquillity.”  Thus  we 
see  that  it  is  absolutely  necessary  and  perfectly  philosophical,  for  the 
church  to  be  in  politics,  just  the  same  as  the  soul  of  man  is  in  his  ter- 
restrial body,  and  for  the  same  purpose,  to  lead  and  direct  the  whole 
body  into  those  eternal  principles  of  truth  and  right,  without  which 
there  is  no  salvation.  There  is  nothing  in  the  heavens  above,  nor  in 
the  earth  beneath,  that  can  raise  the  dead  faculties  of  the  $oul  of  man 
to  life,  activity,  and  power  to  rule  and  govern  the  millions  of  evil  pro- 
pensities that  are  in  the  terrestrial  body,  but  the  eternal  principles  of 
the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  Even  so,  there  is  no  power  but  the  church 
that  can  stop  the  piratical,  tyranny,  land  monopoly  and  slavery,  that 
are  in  the  governments  of  the  world,  who  are  the  sole  cause  of  all 
the  infidelity  and  degradation  of  man,  and  the  main  cause  of  the 
sin  of  the  whole  world.  No,  nothing  can  break  the  yoke  of  the 
oppressor  but  the  church.  God  has  placed  her  for  the  salt  of  the 
earth,  and  for  the  light  of  the  world.  She  must  and  will  save  the 
world,  for  God  is  immutable. 

But  for  the  church  to  break  every  yoke,  and  to  let  all  the  op- 
pressed go  free,  she  must  come  up  from  the  cold  streams  of  Babylon 
and  not  any  longer  hang  upon  the  willows.  Leave  sects  with  the 
heathens,  give  up  tithing  mint,  rue,  and  all  manner  of  herbs  to 
heathen  mythology ; and  leave  every  brother  the  right  to  conscience 
in  these  inferior  things.  And  all,  and  every  one,  come  up  to  the 
mountain  of  the  Lord — the  new  Jerusalem — ■ the  city  of  the  living 
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God  that  came  down  from  heaven;  and  tyrants  will  curse  the  earth 
no  more. 

Let  no  brother  say,  the  church  can  not  do  this ; but  remember  that 
our  weapons  are  not  carnal — no  secret  intriguing  diplomacy — no  trust- 
ing in  the  arm  of  flesh,  but  in  the  living  God,  who  alone  is  the  found- 
ation of  the  mount  on  which  the  church  sits,  and  whose  weapons  are 
complete  destruction  to  all  the  enemies  of  God  and  man.  For  ex- 
ample : 

Love  is  perfectly  the  destroyer  of  hatred,  and  mercy  stops  oppression. 
Truth  slaughters  falsehood,  right  and  left.  Eight  disarms  wrong  of 
all  its  power.  Wisdom  saves  from  all  the  consequent  evils  of  folly. 
Power  counteracts  the  bad  effects  of  weakness.  Goodness  preserves 
from  all  the  power  of  evil. 

These  are  the  seven  principles  by  which  the  church  is  armed.  They 
are  called  the  seven  attributes  and  spirits  of  God  that  are  sent  out  into 
all  the  earth. 

Let  no  otie  put  on  Saul’s  armor,  but  put  on  the  whole  armor  of  faith, 
and  Goliah  will  certainly  fall.  Let  no  one  doubt  the  power  of  God,  in 
his  attributes,  but  be  strong  in  the  faith.  That  if  the  church  will 
point  her  artillery  right,  it  will  stop  the  mouth  of  the  cannon,  cause 
Felix  to  tremble  before  a Paul,  and  tumble  down  Babylon,  the  mother 
of  harlots.  Brethren,  if  there  is  any  consolation  in  Christ,  think  on 
these  things. 

Think  of  the  important  mission  of  the  church,  and  see  the  dead 
state  of  the  world.  Where  is  the  wrong ! certainly  it  is  in  the  church, 
for  the  religion  of  the  country  always  rules  the  country.  In  Europe 
the  clergy  preach  to  the  people,  and  tell  them  that  God  has  given  kings 
and  Conventions  of  men,  divine  rights  to  rule  the  world,  and  to  make 
use  of  the  people  as  their  cattle.  They  also  tell  the  people  that  if  they 
rise  up  against  tyranny,  God  will  send  their  souls  to  hell.  And  in 
America,  many  of  the  clergy  are  guilty  of  the  same  blasphemy  against 
God. 

By  these  things  many  of  the  true  friends  of  the  gospel  are  made 
weak,  under  the  false  Theology,  and  dare  not  preach  the  divinity  con- 
tained in  the  declaration  of  independence  : that  God  has  given  to  uni- 
versal man,  the  right  to  life,  liberty,  to  pursue  happiness. 

Brethren,  these  things  ought  not  to  be  so.  The  church  must  come 
out  of  Babylon  and  take  the  Theology  of  the  Bible,  and  preach  the 
gospel  in  its  purity,  which  is  adapted  to  man,  just  as  he  is,  physically 
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and  mentally.  To  divide  it,  is  death  to  its  life-giving  power  to  the 
soul.  The  church  must  vindicate,  and  show  the  purity  of  God.  They 
must  show  that  God,  in  his  providence,  has  given  to  terrestrial  man, 
all  the  elements  to  sustain  life,  and  to  cause  a development  of  his 
physical  powers,  perfectly,  and  completely,  as  God  has,  in  Jesus  Christ, 
made  provision  for  the  celestial  man — for  the  development  of  the 
faculties  of  the  soul,  to  rule  the  whole  man.  The  gospel  can  not  be 
preached  in  its  purity,  without  both.  They  are  one,  just  as  the  soul 
and  body  are  one. 

The  church  will  arise,  and  establish  those  eternal  principles  politi- 
cally; for  God  by  the  mouth  of  Daniel  has  said,  “In  the  days  of  these 
kings,  shall  the  God  of  heaven  setup  a- kingdom,  which  shall  never  be 
destroyed : and  the  kingdom  shall  not  be  left  to  other  people,  but  it 
shall  break  in  pieces  and  consume  all  these  kingdoms,  and  it  shall  stand 
for  ever.”  This  must  be  done  by  the  church,  politically.  And  God 
by  the  revelator,  says,  “And  the  kingdoms  of  this  world  are  become 
the.  kingdoms  of  our  Lord  and  of  his  Christ,  and  he  shall  reign  for 
ever  and  ever.” 

And  now,  brethren,  all  of  you  that  wish  for  Christ  to  reign  on  the 
earth,  oome  up,  one  and  all,  to  the  help  of  the  Lord  against  the 
mighty.

Let  party  name  be  found  no  more 
The  Christian  world  o’er  spread — 

Gentile  and  Jew,  and  bond  and  free

Daniel,  ii.,  35.  “And  the  stone  that  smote  the  image  became  a 
great  mountain,  and  filled  the  whole  earth.”  The  stone  is  evidently 
the  truth  of  Jesus  Christ. 
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Perhaps  it  is  proper  for  me  to  apologize  to  the  literary  world,  for  my 
attempt  to  analyze  man,  and  to  show  the  true  theology  of  God.  Should 
I make  an  apology,  it  would  he  this;  its  vast  importance,  and  its  being 
entirely  neglected  by  the  literary  world. 

I lay  it  down  as  a philosophical  principle,  that  it  is  much  easier  for 
universal  man  to  render  themselves  happy  by  observing  the  laws  of  na- 
ture, and  of  nature’s  God,  than  it  is  under  the  present  false  theology  to 
make  the  world  miserable,  to  save  souls  in  eternity,  under  the  divine 
rights  of  kings,  upon  the  principle  of  might  to  rule  over  right,  to  make 
the  hand  of  labor  subservient  to  capital : all  in  direct  violation  of  God 
and  nature.  “The  way  of  the  transgressor  is  hard.”  The  vast  expense 
and  deep  research,  in  studying  the  art  of  war,  to  prepare  men  to  be 
active  dupes  of  the  god  mammon,  to  destroy  the  peace  of  the  Earth. 
And  add  to  this  the  expense  of  war,  and  the  expense  of  governments 
that  support  wars  under  their  god  mammon.  Also  the  vast  expense  of 
courts  in  the  same  element,  whose  power  is  only  exercised  to  keep  the 
people  together  for  the  lawyers  to  pick  their  pockets,  by  the  sanctity  of 
the  most  holy  zeal,  in  the  influence  and  power  of  the  almighty  dollar, 
from  whom  there  is  no  appeal.  Count  up  this  vast  expense  which,  un- 
der the  present  Theology  and  government  of  the  world,  is  and  always 
has  been  the  curse  of  the  world. 

Take  one  third  part  of  the  money  of  all  the  world  that  is  now  spent 
for  evil,  and  let  there  be  one  third  part  of  the  exertion  of  the  world 
that  is  for  evil,  also  one  third  part  of  the  example  of  the  world  that  is 
now  for  evil : take  all  these  together,  let  there  be  a triune  effort  for  the 
good  of  man;  carry  out,  practically,  the  declaration  of  independence, 
according  to  the  laws  of  nature,  and  in  accordance  with  the  word  of 
God,  and  the  testimony  of  Jesus  Christ;  and  I will  venture  my  all 
that  these  principles  will  Soon  elevate  every  human  soul  above  crime. 
To  deny  the  capability  of  man  for  such  elevation,  would  be  a denial  of 
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the  perfections  of  God.  In  framing  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  the  question  came  up,  how  can  capital  rule  the  hand  of  labor 
under  a democratic  constitution,  for,  we  always  have  many  more  hewers 
of  wood  and  drawers  of  water,  than  there  are  of  capitalists.  The  an- 
swer was  by  a very  able  man.  He  said  that  the  aristocracy  would  rule 
under  a democratic  constitution,  just  the  same  as  they  would  under  an 
aristocratic  constitution.  He  pointed  out  what  the  aristocracy  would 
do;  and  his  prophecy  has  been  fulfilled  by  Congress:  and  he  even  said 
that  the  aristocracy  would,  if  it  were  possible,  annihilate  heaven  and 
* earth  to  rule  the  hand  of  labor,  Note  the  acts  of  Congress  on  banks 
and  tariffs;  and  the  late  hypocritical  acts  of  the  Senate,  in  murdering 
the  Homestead  Bill  twice,  and,  at  the  same  time,  extending  chattel 
slavery.  Is  not  heaven  and  earth  annihilated  in  all  these  acts;  if  not, 
it  is  because  they  had  not  the  power? 

It  also  shows  what  is  meant  by  the  divine  right  of  kings,  to  disregard 
the  laws  of  God  and  nature,  by  making  labor  a disgrace,  which  God 
has  ordained  for  health,  happiness ; and  for  the  perfection  and  honor  of 
every  one  of  the  human  family.  Thus  they  monopolize  the  land,  that 
God  has  given  to  every  one,  so  that  the  hand  , of  labor  is  made  sub- 
servient to  the  fool  or  wise  man  that  has  bought  the  land  of  the  gov- 
ernment: that  has  robbed  God  and  man.  Chattel  slavery  differs  noth- 
ing from  the  great  abjecj:  for  capital  to  rule  the  hand  of  labor.  In 
this  manner  of  slavery  they  have  annihilated  common  law,  with  all  its 
great  and  vivifying  influence,— of  the  great  and  eternal  principles  of 
truth  and  right  in  establishing  justice.  They  have  perverted  the  name 
common  law,  and  established  their  chattel  slavery  by  it.  See  the  aw- 
ful consequence  of  transgressing  the  laws  of  God  and  nature ! See  the 
unparalleled  depravity  in  them  that  think  themselves  exalted ! (To 
them  labor  is  an  awful  disgrace.)  See  the  master  selling  his  own  chil- 
dren for  slaves ! Oh,  common  law ! ! Tell  it  not  in  Europe ; publish 
it  not  in  Asia,  least  the.  enemies  of  the  principles  of  American  liberty 
rejoice.  Common  law  is  not  named,  and  has  not  been,  for  fifty  years, 
in  our  counts  and  legislative  councils,  only  in  its  perverted  state,  to 
support  rascality.  Out  judges  and  legislatures  are  certainly  ignorant  of 
the  great  and  eternal  principles  of  common  law,  or  they  must  think 
them  annihilated. 

Kossuth  explained  them  to  the  New  York  bar,  for  the  first  time  in 
a half  century.  An  advocate  for  chatte^  slavery  says  “ there  has  al- 
ways been  a strife  between  capital  and  labor,  and  there  always  will  be.” 
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He  says  “if  labor  could  get  the  upper  hand  of  capital,  it  would  put  it 
down;  both  in  Europe  and  America.”  (This  lets  the  cat  out  of  the 
wallet.)  He  says  “chattel  slavery  is  the  only  principle  that  can  settle 
the  dispute  between  the  hand  of  labor  and  capital/'  (Here  also  com- 
mon law  is  annihilated.)  It  is  a truth  that  capital  is  always  on  the 
alert  to  rule  the  hand  of  labor.  (See  the  effect  in  Ireland.)  Labor 
sometimes  rises  up  against  the  injustice  of  capital,  but  mostly  fails  for 
the  want  of  union;  as  our  courts  have  perfectly  annihilated  common 
law.  It  is  of  the  first  importance  for  every  man  to  analyze  these  two 
great  ancien't  competitors : viz,  capital  and  labor.  Let  us  enquire  who 
were  their  father  and  mother;  this  is  an  important  question;  for,  we 
must  know  their  origin  and  virtues,  to  enable  ns  rightly  to  decide 
their  claims.  The  hand  of  labor : this  is  man : God  created  him  for 
to  cultivate  the  earth ; and  God  gave  him  intellectual  faculties,  so  that 
he  might  apply  his  physical  powers  to  advantage.;  and  to  enable  them 
to  rule  the  whole  world.  So  wd  see  that  God  is  the  father  of  the  hand 
of  labor : and  the  hand  of  labor  is  the  only  legitimate  power  on  earth 
to  rule  the  world. 

Who  is  the  father  of  capital  ? It  is  not  God,  neither  is  it  mammon, 
for  mammon  only  plays  the  grab  game.  But  it  is  man — it  is  the  hand 
of  labor  only  that  begets  capital ; so  we  see  that  Ebor  is  the  father  of 
capital,  sind  capital  is  the  creature  of  the  hand  of  labor.  Is  it  not 
unparalleled  contempt,  for  the  creature  to  look  into  the  face  of  its  cre- 
ator and  say,  “I  have  a right  to  rule  you?”  The  mind  must  be  dis- 
eased which  causes  such  contempt  to  God  and  man.  And  it  accounts 
for  their  depravity  in  selling  their  children,  and  in  saying  that  the 
Bible  and  Constitution  support  slavery. 

Again  we  can  see  their  depravity,  they  change  the  order  of  God  and 
nature,  and  make  labor  a disgrace.  A gentleman  and  lady  must  not 
labor,  says  king-craft  and  priest-craft,  for  it  is  a disgrace  to  labor.  I 
will  ask  who  made  labor  a disgrace  ? Is  it  a disgrace  to  obey  the  spe- 
cial commands  of  God,  and  the  laws  of  nature?  What  was  man  made 
for?  Was  it  to  filch  his  living  from  the  hand  of  labor  by  codifying 
unjust  laws?  Again  I will  ask:  how  can  capital  be  honorable  if  the 
hand  that  produced  that  capital  is  disgraced  ? Who  can  bring  a clean 
thing  out  of  an  unclean?  Notone. 

Here  we  see  the  cause  of  the  disorder  of  the  world.  Capital  is  the 
son  of  the  hand  of  labor,  and  this  upstart  son,  without  any  merit  of  his 
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own,  is  determined  to  turn  his  father  out  of  the  house.  As  was  said 
by  federalism  sixty  years  ago:  “We  shall  never  have  good  times  in 
America  until  a poor  man  is  obliged  to  work  for  a sheep’s  head  and 
pluck  a day,  and  lay  under  the  cart  at  night.”  Democracy  was  first 
organized  against  federalism  upon  principles  of  common  law  : and  now, 
in  1854,  the  present  degenerate  ruling  democracy,  are  carrying  out 
fully  the  principles  of  old  federalism,  i.e.,  “Let  Congress  take  care  of 
the  rich,  and  the  rich  will  take  care  of  the  poor.”  Capital  is  of  no 
use  to  the  world  without  labor.  Capital,  when  it  lay  in  the  bowels  of 
the  earth,  was  entirely  useless : and  when  capital  is  snatched  from  the 
producer  by  unjust  laws,  still  it  is  of  no  use  without  the  hand  of  labor. 

In  every  country  where  capital  rules,  labor  is  brutalized,  and  God  is 
dishonored.  Who  can  account  for  such  reasoning:  labor  a disgrace, 
and  capital  honorable?  It  is  not  true  that  labor  would  put  down  cap- 
ital : it  rises  up  only  against  the  usurpations  of  capital.  Labor  is  al- 
ways willing  to  be  governed  by  the  great  and  unchanging  principles  of 
common  law.  Capital  annihilates  common  law,  and  under  pretence  of 
the  divine  rights  of  kings,  they  establish  monopoly  and  slavery. 

It  is  shown,  by  the  history  of  the  world,  that  agriculture  has  never 
originated  any  of  the  evils  of  the  world.  All  the  evils  that  have  ever 
cursed  the  earth,  have  originated  from  capital,  by  men  that  never  would 
labor.  Common  law  is  the  bright  luminary  of  heaven : it  is  fixed  by 
God  and  nature  in  the  religious  and  political  horizon,  and  is  essential 
for  good,  to  the  church  and  state,  as  the  natural  sun  is  to  the  earth. 
The  earth  without  the  light  and  heat  of  the  sun,  is  a cold,  barren  re- 
gion : even  so  the  world  and  religion,  without  common  law,  the  eternal 
principles  of  truth  and  right,  are  a dark,  frozen  wilderness.  All  the 
ancient  philosophers  highly  commended  the  common  law : and  all  the 
eminent  writers  on  law  have  said  that,  any  statute  law  that  is  contrary 
to  common  justice,  is  null  and  void  of  itself.  Also  Jesus  Christ,  in 
his  commands  to  men,  for  their  good,  has  given  us  the  elements  of  Com- 
mon law.  . 

The  great  question,  the  divine  rights  of  kings,  and  the  divine  rights 
of  universal  man,  must  be  settled ; upon  it  depends  the  salvation  of  the 
world.  The  church,  by  her  false  Theology,  has  rendered  herself  en- 
tirely useless  in  the  great  question,  and  the  ruling  men  of  our  nation, 
presidents,  judges  and  legislators,  all  show  by  their  acts,  that  they 
believe  in  the  divine  rights  of  kings.  A member  of  Congress  says,  No 
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sane  man  ever  believed  that  the  deolaration  of  independence  is  prac- 
tical. An  other  says,  It  is  Jefferson’s  dogma.  An  other  senator  says, 
The  declaration  is  a self-evident  lie.  These  are  the  sentiments  of  Amer- 
ican liberty.’  Is  not  this  setting  the  fox  to  guard  the  geese? 

Different  rights  of  men  : this  naturally  has  to  be  settled  in  the 
great  question.  If  men  have  different  rights,  they  have  got  those 
rights  from  kings  and  conventions  of  men.  And  if  it  is  the  truth  that 
men  have  different  rights,  it  is  positive  proof  that  there  is  no  God, 
and  common  Taw  is  annihilated ; and  the  world  must  naturally,  always 
be  cursed,  filled  with  various  codes,  volumes  and  decisions  called  law, 
to  suit  the  different  interests.  Upon  this  hypothesis  only,  can  capital 
rule  and  heap  up  mountains  of  wealth,  upon  the  principle  of  might  to 
rule  over  right.  And  they  will  find  their  riches  corrupted,  and  their 
garments  moth  eaten;  they  will  find  in  their  mountains  of  wealth,  in- 
ternal fires,  that  will  blow  them  up  and  leave  them  neither  root  nor 
branch;  as  it  always  has  been.  For  a man  to  believe,  that  men  have 
different  rights,  is  to  be  an  infidel,  for  he  can  not  believe  in  a just  God. 
And  for  a man  to  believe  in  the  declaration  of  independence,  is  posi- 
tive evidence  that  he  believes  in  an  impartial,  just  and  holy  God. 

For,  to  establish  truth  and  righteousness  in  the  earth,  requires  but 
little  legislation  and  but  short  sessions  of  courts,  with  but  very  little 
expense.  But  to  establish  falsehood,' and  to  make  it  appear  like  truth, 
there  must  be  a great  many  men  employed,  long  protracted  courts 
without  decision  ; the  world  filled  with  stuff  called  law,  with  vast  ex- 
pense; even  the  destruction  of  every  one  that  employs  them,  to  much 
extent.  The  whole  of  it  is  upon  this  principle,  that,  if  you  tell  a lie, 
to  hide  it,  you  must  tell  ten  more.  This  is  an  unparalleled  source  of 
evil,  extant.  For,  to  carry  out  the  principles  of  divine  rights  of  kings, 
we  must  make  labor  a disgrace ; for  we  have  changed  the  order  pf  God 
and  nature,  and  upon  this  principle  only,  does  capital  claim  the  right 
to  rule  the  hand  of  labor.  And,  when  we  admit  that  labor  is  a disgrace, 
we,  by  the  same  principle,  make  stealing  honorable;  for  labor  is  the 
only  power  that  produces  the  aliment  of  life.  And  to  sustain  life, 
without  disgrace,  we  must  'steal ; and  to  hide  our  true  character,  as 
thieves  and  robbers,  we  must  presume  the  rights  of  kings,  and  the  dif- 
ferent rights  of  men ; and  make  laws  that  rob  God  and  man  of  the 
land,  (that  God  made  and  gave  to  universal  man  to  sustain  life,)  and 
place  it  in  the  hands  of  capital,  so  that  the  hand  of  labor  shall  be  per’ 
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fectly  subservient  to  them  as  chattel  and  wages  slavery.  These  exam- 
ples of  the  governments  of  Europe  and  America,  are  the  cause  of  the 
multiplied  crimes  that  are  committed  in  both  countries,  and  the  crimes 
will  continue  to  increase  as  long  airthe  example  of  the  governments 
are  continued  to  rob  God:  and  their  jurisprudence  is  upon  the  same 
thieving  principle.  Under  these  influences,  men  will  continue  to  rob 
and  murder  each  other. 

Every  robbing  gang  has  its  laws  upon  the  same  principles  as  these r 
governments ; only  not  so  bad,  for  they  only  rob  man,  but  the  govern- 
ments rob  God;  so  that  they  may  enslave  man.  Look  at  the  genius 
of  the  American  laws  in  selling  the  public  land  to  capital,  so  that  the 
hand  of  labor  shall  pay  to  capital  ten  and  fifteen  hundred  per  cent. 
What  piracy  ever  equaled  it  ? The  art  of  law  and  the  art  of  govern- 
ment must  be  done  away,  the  earth  has  been  cursed  by  them  long 
enough. 

The  American  government  is  founded  upon  the  true  principles  and 
science  of  practical  Christianity.  All  our  laws  must  be  scientific,  and  our 
government  must  be  completely  scientific;  and  not  to  copy  the  arts  of 
tyrants  any  longer,  to  enable  capital  to  rule  the  hand  of  labor.  Democ- 
racy, federalism  and  whiggery,  are,  all  of  them, ‘become  obsolete  in  con- 
sequence of  the  use  that  has  been  made  of  them. 

Democracy  without  Christianity  is  dead : also,  federalism  without 
Christianity  is  dead.  Whig,  is  only  a name  for  a democrat.  Again, 
Christianity  without  democracy  is  dead,  and  Christianity  without  feder- 
alism is  also  dead. 

Sometime  ago  a gentleman  said  to  me  : we  want  politics  that  have 
got  no  religion  in  them.  Said  I,  what  do  you  mean  by  religion?.  Do 
you  mean  Christianity?  He  said,  yes.  Then,  said  I,  what  is  Christ- 
ianity; is  it  not  truth  and  righteousness,  love  to  God  and  love  to  man  ? 
He  said,  yes.  Then,  said  I,  you  want  politics  that  have  neither  truth 
nor  righteousness  in  them,  neither  love  to  God  nor  man?  He  said,  ves, 
but  dipt  his  words  and  turned  from  me. 

This  ignorance  is  used  by  the  false  Theology.  I have  said  that  it  is 
much  easier  and  much  cheaper,  to  cultivate  the  science  of  peace  and 
liberty,  so  as  to  make  all  the  people  happy,  than  it  is  to  cultivate  the 
art  of  war,  the  art  of  law  and  the  art  of  government,  so  as  to  make  all 
pien  miserable.  Tbe  world  i3  now  made  miserable  by  these  arts.  I 
deny  the  doctrine  that,  God  has  made  man  thus  depraved;  it  is  man 
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himself  that  has  rendered  the  world  miserable.  The  arts  of  govern- 
ment, with  the  arts  of  religion,  have  heaped  depravity  upon  the  hu- 
man family,  beyond  all  parallel.  Look  at  Congress,  see  their  institution 
at  W est  Point,  at  a vast  expense  to  the  people,  to  raise  up  a set  of  vampires, 
whose  education  destroys  every  principle  of  humanity  and  philan- 
thropy,and  prepares  them,  as  suitable  instruments,  for  the  destruction 
of  American  liberty.  This  is  evidenced  by  themselves,  in  their  arts 
of  dueling,  and  in  their  vampire  laws  of  honor.  These  students  are 
of  the  family  of  capital.  The  sons  of  the  family  of  the  hand  of  labor, 
the  only  hope*  of  American  liberty,  have  no  place  there.  This  institu- 
tion is  designed,  by  its  supporters,  to  enable  capital  to  rule  the  hand 
of  labor.  The  cause  of  Christianity  and  liberty  have  no  place  for 
them.  There  never  will  be  an  invasion  of  our  country  : all  the  fear  is 
from  such  vampires,  with  the  Jo  Smiths,  and  the  satellites  of  the  Pope, 
that  have  been  nourished  in  our  bosoms,  joining  with  capital,  to  raise 
an  insurrection,  for  the  great  purpose  of  enabling  capital  to  rule  the 
hand  of  labor.  We  have  nothing  else  to  fear.  We  have  no  hope  of 
salvation  by  military  prowess,  it  will  all  be  against  us;  and  our  only 
hope  is,  and  must  be,  in  the  true  science  of  defense.  If  there  had 
not  been  the  false  Theology,  there  never  could  have  been  such  an  an- 
imal as  the  Pope  rise  up.  And,  if  the  American  people  had  not 
fostered  that  Theology,  there  would  have  been  no  chance  for  a Jo 
Smith  to  rise  up  and  deceive  the  people. 

I have  shown  some  of  the  effects  of  the  false  Theology,  and  pointed 
to  the  true  science,  as  the  only  hope  of  salvation.  And  to  make  the 
subject  more  plain,  I must  try  to  analyze  man  more  particularly.  The 
subject  is  important,  my  mind  sinks  under  the  weight  of  it:  I have  no 
example  to  follow.  The  literary  world  have  never  attempted  to  ana- 
lyze man.  They  are  ready  and  willing  to  analyze  any  thing  in  the 
world,  except  man  and  law  and  religion,  which  must  be  congenial  to 
man,  for  it  is  for  man.  I have  already  analyzed  law  and  religion,  in 
some  degree,  and  now  I must  try  to  analyze  man.  Pardon  me,  I am 
sensible  of  my  inability;  but  it  must  be  done,  for,  on  it  depends  the 
salvation  of  the  world.  I will  begin  the  great  work,  and  leave  the 
completion  to  competent  hands.  An  able  writer  says  “ The  greatest 
study  of  man,  is  man.”  And  “ An  honest  man,  the  noblest  work  of 
God.”  I view  the  philosophy  of  man  as  the  most  sublime  subject  ex- 
tant. It  brings  the  character  of  God  to  light,  in  crowning  all  hi* 
works  in  creation 
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Man,  in  his  creation,  is  formed  of  two  distinct  and. perfectly  separate 
elements]:  yet  in  man  they  are  mysteriously  united.  They  are  called  ma- 
terial and  immaterial.  The  one  is  the  earthly  part  of  man,  and  the 
other  is  the  spirituality  of  man,  and  made  in  the  likeness  of  God.  In 
the  analysis  of  man,  we  must  find  something  that  is  really  worthy  of  our 
respect.  Gold  often  lies  deeply  covered  in  earth.  It  must  be  dug  up 
and  cleansed  from  all  its  impurities.  There  is  no  place  on  earth  for  gen- 
tlemen and  ladies  that  will  not  work , they  are,  all  of  them,  cumber- 
ground,  and  a curse  to  the  earth.  If  there  is  nothing  to  be  found  in  man 
that  places  him  above  degradation  by  his  fellow  man,  the  character  of 
God  is  at  once  impeached.  And  if  there  is  not  to  he  found  in  man,  a 
genius,  the  germ  of  beauty  and  excellence,  congenial  to  the  divine  at- 
tributes, that  contain  in  themselves  positive  evidence  of  the  true  God, 
we  may  look  in  vain  for  that  evidence,  in  all  the  works  of  creation,  and 
in  revelation.  We  will,  firstly,  look  to  man,  for  that  evidence.  Five 
hundred  years  before  the  perfect  light  of  the  gospel,  Confucius  of 
China,  and  Socrates  and  Plato  of  Greece,  held  to  view,  and  urged  upon 
the  people  the  necessity  of  adopting  principles,  perfectly  congenial  to 
the  attributes  of  God : viz,  love,  mercy,  truth,  right,  wisdom,  power 
and  goodness.  Many  others,  in  the  different  ages  of  the  world,  did  the 
same.  Socrates  and  Plato  proved  the  immortality  of  the  soul.  These 
truths  found  a resting  place  in  the  minds  of  universal  man.  (tyrants, 
only,  opposed  them,  as  they  always  do  Christianity.)  This  proves  that 
there  is  something  in  man  that  is  worthy  of  God  : the  brute  creation  is 
not  attracted  by  those  eternal  truths.  Again,  we  find  in  man  the 
strongest  aspirations  for  a God  and  immortality.  These  aspirations 
could  not  exist  if  there  were  not  a spirituality  in  man.  In  the  mind 
of  man  we  have  the  evidence  of  two  opposite  elements  that  compose 
them,  the  one  strongly  attached  to  the  earth,  and  the  other,  mildly  and 
moderately  attached  to  virtue,  truth  and  right.  Men  differ  in  degree; 
gold  lies  nearer  the  top  of  the  ground  in  some  banks,  than  in  others. 

These  two  principles  in  the  mind  of  every  rational  intelligence,  (with 
which  God  has  crowned  all  his  works)  are  contending  for  the  mastery, 
through  life. 

These  two  different  spirits  in  man,  agree  that  happiness  is  their  sole 
object,  but  they  differ  as  to  the  elements  that  perfect  happiness.  The 
terrestrial,  animal  spirit  of  man,  receives  its  support  from  the  earthly 
elements,  and  is  looking  for  complete  happiness  from  the  earth,  in 
riches,  honors,  pomposity  and  pride.  But  the  celestial,  intellectual 
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spirit  of  man,  views  them  as  only  momentary,  and  not  designed  to  com- 
plete the  happiness  of  man.  Thus,  there  is  a conflict,  in  every  one, 
until  the  mind  is  formed  and  settled  for  good  or  evil.  In  the  forma- 
tion of  man,  in  the  two  elementary  powers,  the  celestial  and  terrestrial, 
he  was  completely  upright  as  he  came  from  the  hand  of  God:  and  as 
he  was  created  in  great  liberty  to  govern  himself,  and  to  rule  the  world 
by  the  elementary  principles  of  truth  and  right  implanted  in  the  soul, 
yet  it  appears  that  when  man  came  to  exercise  his  liberty,  the  earthly 
propensities,  which  are  attached  to  the  earth,  prevailed  over  the  noble 
faculties  of  the  soul,  and  made  his  soul  subservient  to  the  animal  man, 
so  that  the  government  of  the  world  is  not  by  the  intellectual  man,  but 
by  the  animal  of  man  that  perisheth.  And  now  man  possesses  millions 
of  evil  propensities,  which  are  now  plainly  seen  in  the  government  of 
the  world. 

We  Avill  turn  our  attention  to  revelation,  in  which  the  exalted  state 
of  man,  in  his  creation,  is  proven,  and  his  degradation,  by  disobedience 
to  the  just  commands  of  God,  by  transgressing  the  laws  of  nature. 
Also  the  two  different  elements  in  man,  are  plainly  held  to  view  and 
proven : viz,  the  immortal  spirit  of  love,  mercy,  truth,  right,  wTisdom, 
power  and  goodness;  and  the  mortal  spirit  of  the  world,  self-love,  pride, 
pomposity,  self-aggrandizement,  right  or  wrong,  are  shown  to  be  the  com- 
ponent parts  of  man,  by  the  prophets  and  by  the  word  of  God,  and  the 
testimony  of  J esus  Christ.  We  will  give  a few  passages  of  Scripture 
as  a synopsis  to  the  whole  system  of  Christianity.  Matt.,  xxii,  37,  38, 
39,  40:  “ Jesus  said  unto  him,  thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with 
all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  mind:  this  is 
the  first  and  great  commandment.  And  the  second  is  like  unto  it: 
thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself.  On  these  two  commandments 
hang  all  the  law  and  the  prophets. ” Matt-,  v,  44 : “ But  I say  unto  you, 
love  your  enemies,  bless  them  that  curse  you,  do  good  to  them  that 
hate  you,  and  pray  for  them  which  despitefully  use  you  and  persecute 
you.”  Isaiah,  v,  58:  “Is  not  this  the  fast  that  I have  chosen,  to 
loose  the  bands  of  wickedness,  to  undo  the  heavy  burdens  and  to  let 
the  oppressed  go  free,  and  that  ye  break  every  yoke?”  Gal.,  vi,  8: 
“For  he  that  soweth  to  his  flesh,  shall  of  the  flesh  reap  corruption:  but 
he  that  soweth  to  the  spirit,  shall  of  the  spirit  reap  life  everlasting.” 

Bom.,  vi,  12:  “Let  not  sin,  therefore,  reign  in  your  mortal  body, 
that  ye  should  obey  it  in  the  lust  thereof.” 

Bom.,  viii,  8,  13 : “So  then,  they  that  are  in  the  flesh  can  not  please 
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God;  for  if  ye  live  after  the  flesh,  ye  shall  die,  but  if  ye  through  the 
spirit  do  mortify  the  deeds  of  the  body,  ye  shall  live.” 

James,  i,  13,  14:  “Let  no  man  say,  when  he  is  tempted,  I am 
tempted  of  God;  for  God  can  hgt  be  tempted  with  evil,  neither  tempt* 
eth  he  any  man.  But  every  man  is  tempted,  when  he  is  drawn  away 
of  his  own  lusts  and  enticed.” 

Thus  we  see  that,  “when  lust  conceives,  it  bringeth  forth  sin,  and 
when  sin  is  finished,  it  bringeth  forth  death.”  Of  this  evil  propensity 
in  terrestrial  man,  we  have  the  plainest  evidence,  by  the  great  exer- 
tion of  capital  to  swindle  the  hand  of  labor  at  the  present  time,  1854-55. 

Circumstances  in  nature  were  against  them.  The  war  in  Europe, 
drouth  in  America,  the  great  demand  for  produce  and  more  money 
than  is  wanted  for  practical  utility;  yet  capital,  like  the  bank  of  the 
U.  S.  must  have  a swindling  feast.  They  combine  a strong  body,  and 
fall  upon  a weaker  body;  though  perfectly  solvent,  yet  the  banks  must 
suspend:  now  the  feast  begins : brokers  buy  up  the  money  at  twenty 
and  fifty  per  cent.  Even  the  banks  buy  up  their  own  paper,  and  they 
have  just  as  good  a right  as  the  big  dogs  have.  Money  is  now  kept 
close  for  fear  of  the  big  dogs : small  dealers  can  not  buy,  so  that  large 
capital  buys  up  the  produce,  perhaps,  at  half  price,  Here  we  can  see 
the  effect  of  lust  and  pride — death  to  the  prosperity  of  our  country,  and 
all  the  loss  is  to  the’  producer.  Doubtless  more  than  a million  of  dollars 
swindled  from  the  hand  of  labor  at  this  time.  There  is  no  natural 
cause  for  this  money  presure,  it  is  all  artificial,  and  shows  that  capital 
has  no  soul ; that  she  is  not  fit  to  rule,  and  that  she  would  starve  the 
world  to  death,  as  England  did  Ireland. 

Here  we  have  brought  to  view  the  two  perfectly  Opposite  princi- 
ples in  man:  the  ohe  celestial  in  its  element,  like  God,  congenial  to  the 
principles  of  right -to  rule  over  might.  The  other  terrestrial  in  its  ele- 
ment, by  practice  like  the  devil,  as  is  shown  by  the  above,  perfectly 
congenial  to  the  principle  of  might  to  rule  over  right.  This  is  what 
made  Christ  say  to  the  Jews,  ‘Ye  are  of  your  father  the  devil/  These 
characters  always  oppose  the  principles  of  love,  mercy,  truth  and  right, 
and  condemn  as  fanatical  the  principles  of  liberty,  equality  and  frater- 
nity. These  are  the  characters  that  will  not  come  to  the  light,  because 
their  deeds  are  evil : and  they  are  called  in  Scripture  Lucifer,  Satan, 
Beelzebub,  Enemy  and  Adversary.  Ihese  are  the  oppcsers  of  truth 
and  righteousness,  and  are  all  to  be  found  in  terrestrial  man:  and  this 
is  their  inconsistency,  to  claim  liberty,  Satan  like,  to  oppress  their  fel- 
low men. 
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We  must  now  turn  our  attention  more  particularly  to  the  noble  fac- 
ulties of  man.  It  is  self-evident  that  there  is  a precious  germ  implanted 
in  every  one  of  the  human  family.  I often  think  that  I can  plainly  see  the 
glory  of  God  shining  forth  in  the  infant  mind ; and  my  strong  desire 
and  prayer  to  God  is,  that  the  infant  family  may  be  properly  educated 
and  reared  up,  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord,  so  that  the 
knowledge  of  God  will  soon  cover  the  earth.  All  that  is  wanting  to 
save  the  world,  is  the  proper  education  of  the  youth — to  educate  the 
soul  instead  of  confining  the  animal  to  cent,  per  cent.,  and  by  holding 
to  view  the  true  character  of  God  iu  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  This 
will  put  down  the  Devil  of  the  Jews,  and  the  Lucifer  of  Babylon,  and 
the  Satan  in  Peter,  and  all  the  other  Devils  that  can  arise  in  terrestrial 
nature.  Christ  says,  “Love  your  enemies,”  and,  “Whatsoever  ye 
would  that  men  should  do  unto  you,  do  ye  even  the  same  to  them/' 
These  beautiful  commands  of  Christ  are  said  by  many  to  be  entirely 
impracticable : the  same  as  is  said  by  the  demagogue  politician,  of  the 
immortal  truths  of  the  declaration  of  American  liberty. 

Here  we  bring  the  subject  to  the  test.  If  man  is  so  created,  that 
there  is  nothing  in  him  that  is  capable  of  improvement  and  elevation, 
sjo  that  the  soul  can  guide  the  whole  man,  in  the  commands  of  God; 
then  is  the  character  of  God  destroyed.  Even  so  if  the  declaration  of 
independence  is  impracticable,  then  all  the  signers  of  the  declaration, 
and  all  that  supported  the  revolutionary  war,  are  doomed  to  eternal  ig- 
nominy. But  I will  now  show  that  the  character  of  the  Creator  is  per- 
fect and  complete ; that  all  his  commands  are  perfectly  philosophical, 
and  are,  all  of  them,  for  the  perfect  happiness.of  man,  in  time  and  in 
eternity.  And  that  man  is  capable,  in  his  creation,  of  obeying  the 
commands,  and  being  made  happy  in  God  his  Creator.  This  is  already 
proven  in  what  is  brought  to  view  in  the  commands  thenselves,  and  in 
the  character  of  Jesus  Christ.  But  as  many  people  are  slow  in  heart  to 
believe  all  that  the  prophets  have  spoken,  I will  add  more  testimony. 
At  the  birth  of  Christ,  the  angels  sang  (Luke,  ii.  14.)  “ Glory  to  God 
in  the  highest,  on  earth  peace,  and  good  will  toward  men.”  This 
proves  the  Theology  of  the  Bible,  that  Christ’s  mission  was  here  upon 
the  earth,  for  the  purpose  made  known  to  the  shepherds  by  the  angels. 

And  all  men  and  women  that  have  the  true  faith  of  the  gospel,  be 
lieve  that  God  will,  ultimately,  establish  truth  and  righteousness  in  the 
earth.  Christ  says  to  a great  professor  of  religion,  “Ye  must  be  born 
again;  for  that  which  is  born  of  the  flesh,  is  flesh;  and  that  which  is 
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born  of  the  spirit-,  is  spirit.  ” John  says  “ Whosoever  believeth  that 
Jesus  is  the  Christ,  is  born  of  God : and  every  one  that  loveth  him 
that  begat,  loveth  him  also  that  is  begotten  of  him.”  Here  the  soul  is 
brought  to  view  in  its  embryo,  enclosed  in  the  womb  of  terrestrial  na- 
ture, ruled  by  the  propensities  attached  to  the  world.  As  John  says, 
‘‘For,  all  that  is  in  the  world,  the  lust  of  the  flesh,  and  the  lust  of  the 
eyes,  and  the  pride  of  life,  is  not  of  the  Father,  but  of  the  world.” 
This  figure  “Ye  must  be  born  again”  is  perfectly  philosophical:  the 
soul,  the  germ  of  beauty  and  excellence,  the  likeness  of  God,  will 
awake,  by  the  spirit  of  God  and  the  testimony  of  J esus  Christ,  it  will 
grow  and  develop  its  power,  so  that  it  burst  the  terrestrial  womb  of 
evil  propensities  by  which  it  is  enclosed,  and  come  forth,  being  born  of 
God,  and  sit  down  upon  its  own  throne : the  mind  to  rule  the  whole 
man.  As  James  says,  “Pure  religion,  and  undefiled  before  God  and 
the  Father,  is  this,  to  visit  the  fatherless  and  widows  in  their  affliction, 
and  to  keep  himself  unspotted  from  the  world.”  Let  the  church  do 
this  and  the  world  is  saved. 
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Delivered  in  the  U S.  Senate , Friday , August  13,  1850,  on  the  Bill 
to  cede  the  Public  Lands  to  the  States  in  which  they  lie . 


The  Senate  then  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  the  special  order  for 
half-past  11  this  day — being  the  bMl  to  cede  the  Public  Lands  of 
the  United  States  to  the  States  respectively  in  which  they  are  situa- 
ted, on  condition  that  the  said  States  shall  severally  grant  and  con- 
vey the  said  lands  to  actual  occupants  only,  in  limited  quantities,  for 
cost  of  survey,  transfer  and  title  muniments,  merely. 

Mr.  Walker — Mr.  President,  the  bill  now  under  consideration  in- 
volves questions  of  greater  magnitude,  in  my  opinion,  than  any  other 
which  has  engaged  the  attention  of  the  Senate  at  this  or  any  previous 
session.  It  may  be  that  I shall  not  be  able  to  make  this  manifest;  but 
1 may  be  able  to  present  such  views  and  considerations  as  will  aid  the 
reflections  of  others  to  fill  up  the  deductions  and  arrive  at  a correct 
view  of  those  questions. 

As  I view  the  bill  before  us,  it  involves  a consideration  of  the  right* 
of  man,  as  man,  to  the  means  of  life,  freedom,  and  self-subsistence.  I 
shall  offer  no  argument  to  prove  man’s  right  to  life;  for  a denial  of  it 
would  involve  a censure  upon  the  Creator  for  granting  it;  against 
which  it  would  be  impious  to  offer  a vindication.  But,  assuming  this 
right  to  be  conceded,  I proceed  to  the  consideration  of  the  right,  or 
rightful  power,  of  society  to  deprive  him  of  the  means  of  its  enjoyment. 
What  are  those  means?  I shall  consider  such  only  as  are  indispens- 
able. The  first  is  food;  the  second  is  raiment;  the  third,  shelter,  em- 
bracing security  against  the  elements  by  a habitable  mansion.  These 
are  indispensable  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  right  to  life,  or  to  live.  I do 
not  mean  by  the  term  ( enjoyment 1 pleasure  or  happiness ; but  I mea« 
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simply  use.  I say,  then,  that  food,  raiment,  and  shelter,  are  indespens- 
able  means  to  the  use  of  the  right  to  live.  Has  society  the  right  or  the 
rightful  'power , to  deprive  individual  man  of  these  means?  In  words 
I shall  be  answered,  no;  and  the  enquiry  will  be  addressed  to  me,  no 
doubt,  when  did  society  ever  attempt  to  do  this?  I answer,  every  day 
in  modern  times,  since  society  was  organized  as  it  now  is,  in  Sts  rela- 
tions to  land.  Things  that  have  become  familiar  cease  to  strike  us  as 
peculiar;  and  it  requires  thought  and  reflection  to  get  beneath  the  sur- 
face; to  divest  ourselves  of  second  nature;  to  see  the  true  operations 
of  causes,  which  from  their  familiarity  and  continued  operations,  we  are 
disposed,  at  first,  to  deny  are  causes  at  all. 

Ever  since  the  laws  of  society  have  permitted  some  to  accumulate  to 
themselves,  to  the  exclusion  of  others,  more  land  than  they  can  use,  a 
portion  of  mankind  have  been  deprived,  to  some  extent,  of  food,  the 
first  indespensable  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  right  to  life.  If  I am  told 
that  but  few  have  starved,  I answer  that  some  have;  and  that  more 
have  not,  is  not  by  reason  of  the  cause  being  inadequate,  if  suffered  to 
operate  to  its  results;  but  because  charity,  in  some  form,  has  granted 
the  food  to  which  the  individual  was  entitled , as  a product  of  his  own 
labor  in  the  rightful  occupancy  and  cultivation  of  so  much. land  as 
would  yield  it.  But  charity  is  not  a right ; and  he  who  lives  by  char- 
ity does  not  live  through  the  exercise  of  a right.  Men  never  demand 
charity,  either  in  the  form  of  alms  or  employment,  as  a right;  and 
when  society  says  to  an  individual,  live  by  charity , if  you  have  not 
. land  to  produce  the  means  of  life , the  individual  has  the  right  to  reply, 
you  have  no  rightful  power  to  deprive  me  of  land  on  which  to  exercise 
the  powers  and  faculties  which  God  has  given  me  to  produce  the 
means  to  use  independently  and  without  charity  the  right  to  live. 
This  I could  do,  this  I would  be  willing  and  happy  to  do.  But  the 
reply  has  been  hitherto  unavailing.  So  it  has  been  in  regard  to  rai- 
ment; and  when  I am  told,  as  before,  that  but  few  have  gone  naked,  I 
again  answer  that  some  have ; and  if  more  have  not,  it  has  not  been 
because  the  means  used  by  society  were  inadequate  in  their  tendency, 
but  because  charity  again,  either  in  alms  or  employment,  has  afforded 
the  clothing  to  which  individuals  were  entitled,  as  the  product  of  inde- 
pendent labor.  But  no  labor  is  independent  when  employed  by  char- 
ity, labor  has  no  right  to  charitable  employment;  but  it  has  a right  to 
employ  itself  independently,  upon  so  much  land  as  will  yield  the  food 
and  raiment  indespensable  to  life;  or  else  that  permissive  sentence  of 
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the  Creator,  that  man  shall  till  the  ground,  and  eat  bread  in  the  sweat 
of  his  brow,  is  a mockery. 

Sir,  when  we  come  to  shelter,  including  habitable  mansions,  what 
shall  we  say?  If  the  laws  of  the  country  or  society  were  strictly 
enforced,  and  that  they  are  not  is  again  a dole  of  charity,  and  not  of 
legal  right,  there  are  now  thousands  in  this  republic  who  would  not 
only  not  possess  the  privilege  of  shelter  or  mansion,  but  would  have 
not  even  the  privilege  of  breathing  the  air  of  heaven.  What  are  some 
of  those  laws?  As  regards  land,  one  of  them  is,  that  he  who  hath  do- 
minion in  the  soil,  hath  dominion  to  the  heavens.  This  is  the  maxim 
of  the  law  upward;  the  maxim  downward  is,  that  he  who  owns  the  sur- 
face owns  to  the  centre  of  the  earth.  Now  where  is  the  landless  man  to 
build  his  shelter  or  mansion?  On  the  unowned  or  unoccupied  land? 
There  is  none.  It  is  all  owned  or  occupied,  either  by  individuals  or 
the  government.  lie  can  build  his  shelter  on  the  land  of  neither  but 
as  a trespasser,  or  at  best  by  sufferance ; and  the  latter,  he  does  so  not 
by  right , but  by  charity.  Shall  he  build  it  in  the  highway?  That 
would  be  a nuisance,  which  would,  and  must  be  abated.  If  he  build  it 
over  the  land  of  another,  if  that  were  possible,  he  is  equally  a trespas- 
ser, or  tenant  by  permission,  and  not  of  right.  If  he  burrow  under  the 
land  of  another,  the  case  is  the  same.  There  is,  then,  no  spot  upon, 
above,  or  below  God’s  earth,  where  the  landless  have  the  legal  right  to 
shelter,  an  indespensable  means  to  the  right  to  live.  But  suppose  he 
dispense  with  shelter,  where  has  he  the  right,  not  as  a trespasser,  or 
by  permission,  to  stand  up,  sit,  or  lie  down?  In  the  land  of  another? 
There  he  has  no  right.  In  the  highway?  There  he  would  be  trodden 
or  run  over,  or  be  liable  to  removal  as  a nuisance  or  a vagrant.  Then, 
wherever  the  landless  may  stand,  sit,  or  lie  down,  to  breathe,  to  rest,  to 
warm,  or  to  slumber,  he  is  either  a trespasser  or  depedant  upon  charity, 
as  the  law  now  stands.  He  has  no  legal  right  to  do  so  anywhere.  If 
I am  told  that  these  are  extreme  deductions,  that  the  law  is  rarely  so 
enforced,  that  charity  and  hospitality  mitigate  the  rigor  of  the  law,  I 
answer,  that  I am  not  expressing  strictures  upon,  or  censuring  the 
charity  or  hospitality  of  man,  God  only  knows  what  the  poor  would  do 
without  it! — but  I am  speaking  of  the  rights  of  men,  and  how  those 
rights  have  been  subserved,  how  the  mere  tolerance , charity,  or  per- 
mission of  the  more  favored  has  been  made  to  usurp  the  place  of  those 
rights.  Aside  from  these,  the  law  leaves  the  landless  man  the  right  to 
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no  place  whereon  to  live,  to  rest,  or  to  die;  and  charity  only  lends  him 
a grave  in  which  to  repose  when  dead. 

If  the  legal  organism  of  society  thus  deprives  the  landless  of  the 
means  of  life,  how  much  more  must  it  deprive  him  of  the  means  to 
enjoy  or  use  his  right  to  freedom?  What  a mockery  is  the  sound  or 
name  freedom  to  him  who  has  the  right  to  no  place  whereon  to  rest  or 
where  to  die,  but  by  permission  of  another!  1 would  not  be  under- 
stood to  mean  that  the  landless  have  no  independence,  that  they  are  to 
be  bent  to  base  purposes  or  ends;  far  from  it.  I know  there  are  thou- 
sands of  our  countrymen,  who  have  no  home  or  abiding  place  of  their 
own,  who  could  not  be  thus  swerved  or  bent,  they  would  suffer  the 
cord  of  life  to  be  snapped  first ; but  I mean  that  they  do  not  possess 
the  means  of  freedom  to  control  their  time  and  labor,  or  to  enjoy  their 
social  and  domestic  rights  and  relations. 

When  we  come  tq,  consider  the  right  of  man  to  the  means  of  self- 
gubsistence,  we  approach  directly  the  inquiry,  what  are  those  means? 
They  are  the  means  to  produce  the  food,  to  produce  or  fabricate  the 
clothing,  to  construct  and  inhabit  the  shelter  or  mansion  necessary  to 
the  right  to  live ; and  this  by  his  own  exertions,  independent  of  char- 
ity or  the  permission  of  any  other;  and  not  only  for  himself,  but  for 
his  family  also,  that  the  family  circle  may  be  kept  intact;  and  not  for 
the  purpose  merely  of  keeping  soul  and  body  together,  but  for  the  fur- 
ther purpose  of  self-improvement  and  culture,  and  the  education  of  chil- 
dren. 

The  occupations  commonly  pursued  to  these  ends  are  either  the  me- 
chanic arts  or  agriculture.  He  who  exercises  a mechanic  art  for  self- 
subsistence must  have  shelter  for  himself  and  family;  and  to  have  it, 
he  must  have  land  on  which  to  rest  it,  else  he  will  possess  one  of  the 
means  to  live,  not  independently,  but  by  permission  or  sufferance.  If 
he  exercises  the  pursuit  of  agriculture,  he  equally  requires  shelter  for 
himself  and  family;  and  besides,  he  requires  an  object  on  which  to  ap- 
ply his  agricultural  skill  and  labor;  and  this  object  is  land.  If  he  have 
not  this  of  his  own,  he  does  not  subsist  himself,  but  is  subsisted  by  an- 
other through  charity;  for,  though  he  labor,  and  earn  hard  the  food, 
raiment,  and  shelter  he  occupies,  the  privilege  to  labor  is  but  a boon 
granted;  and  it  is  always  granted  at  a sacrifice  on  the  part  of  the  la- 
borer proportioned  to  his  necessities,  and  the  number  of  those  pressed 
by  like  circumstances.  If  this  number  be  great  and  his  necessities  be 
pressing,  if  they  have  reached  that  stage  when  hunger  craves  bread, 
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when  the  vital  energies  demand  warmth  and  shelter  from  the  elements, 
he  must  either  surrender  the  right  to  life,  or  beg  as  a charity  the  priv- 
ilege of  laboring  to  preserve  it.  Ilis  right  of  self-subsistence  is  al- 
ready denied,  he  is  a pittance  slave.  Iiis  family  circle  being  broken 
up,  its  members  scattered,  the  education  of  his  children  becomes  im- 
possible. Separated  from  parental  care,  influence,  and  advice,  subjec- 
ted to  the  evil  example  of  the  vicious,  they  grow  up  in  debasing  ignor- 
ance, vice  and  misery.  This  would  rarely  be,  if  man’s  right  to  inde- 
pendent self -subsistence  were  acknowledged  and  practiced  upon , by 
granting  his  right  to  land,  from  which  to  produce  food  and  raiment,  on 
which  to  establish  his  home  and  shelter  from  the  elements,  as  a means 
of  life  and  freedom,  and  where  to  keep  unbroken  the  family  circle. 

If  it  be  said  that  the  laud  of  the  country  being  granted  free  to  act- 
ual settlement,  there  would  still  be  a class  of  mere  laborers,  I answer,  I 
admit  the  fact;  and,  further,  T claim  that  it  woufol  be  necessary  to'the 
beauty  and  harmony  of  the  system.  But,  then,  labor  would  be  eman- 
cipated; the  demand  would  be  proportioned  to  and  commensurate  with 
the  supply;  the  laborer,  no  longer  pinched  by  hunger,  thirst,  and  cold, 
would  have  the  command  of  his  own  labor.  In  stead  of  being  under 
the  necessity,  as  now,  of  begging  the  poor  privilege  of  laboring  for 
bread,  raiment,  and  shelter  for  himself  his  wife  and  children,  his  labor 
would  be  on  a par  with  other  necessaries  of  society,  would  be  sought 
as  they  are  sought;  and  the  laborer  would  have  the  power  to  demand 
that  reward  for  it  which  not  only  affords  the  means  of  life,  such  as 
food,  clothing,  and  shelter,  but  furnish,  besides  these,  the  'comforts  of 
social  and  domestic  life;  of  recreation,  mental  culture  and  improve- 
ment, and  a home  where  wife,  mother  and*  children,  could  enjoy  pro- 
tection and  comfort,  and  offspring  be  reared  in  the  nurture  and  admo- 
nition of  Heaven,  to  become  useful  members  of  society,  and  defenders 
of  the  State,  instead  of  paupers,  vagrants,  felons  or  outlaws.  Has  soci- 
ety the  right  to  deprive  herself  of  these  blessings,  and  to  impose  upon 
itself  such  curses,  at  a cost  of  so  much  individual  suffering,  and  the 
sacrifice  of  so  much  individual  freedom,  comfort  and  enjoyment?  I 
think  not;  and  I hope  the  hitherto  low  murmur  for  reform,  may  be 
raised  by  the  people  to  a voice  that  may  force  public  men  to  the  per- 
formance of  the  duty,  so  long  neglected,  of  restoring  to  man,  as  man , 
the  God-given  right  to  a home  and  footing  upon  earth;  with  the  right, 
to  till  the  ground,  to  eat  the  bread  of  free  labor,  to  build  his  tabernacle 
there,  to  sit  down  with  wife,  children  and  friends,  under  his  own  roof, 
without  fear  of  molestation  . 
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Am  I told  that  the  evils  I apprehended  are  remote?  I answer,  to 
some  extent  they  are  upon  us  now;  that  the  remainder  are  not  is  but 
an  argument  that  we  should  provide  the  prevention  before  they  are. 
When  they  have  fully  come,  prevention  will  be  impossible;  and  a rem- 
edy will  require  the  foundations  of  society  to  be  torn  up,  the  lands  to 
be  distributed,  as  in  France  in  1793,  to  silence  the  cry  for  bread, 
clothes,  and  shelter.  “Be  wise  to  day:”  to-morrow,  or  next  year,  or 
in  a fe^  years  at  most,  the  public  lands  will  have  passed  from  under 
your  dominion,  they  will  have  passed  into  the  hands  of  the  few  who 
have  the  means  to  buy  them;  it  will  then  be  too  late  to  lay  the  found- 
ation of  the  system, demanded  by  the  people,  and  now  lander  consider- 
ation. There  was  a time  when  the  happy  peasant  of  Ireland,  saw  not 
the  silent  operation  of  causes  which  were  laying  the  foundation  of  the 
wretchedness,  want,  and  famine,  that  have  now  overtaken  his  posterity. 
Because  he  did  not,  or  could  not,  cast  his  eyes  into  the  future,  antici- 
pate the  evil,  and  apply  the  preventive,  his  posterity  now,  with  plenty 
around  them,  while  able  and  willing  to  toil,  must  beg  the  food,  raiment 
and  shelter  necessary  to  life,  and,  too  often  failing  even  thus  to  obtain 
them,  must  famish  or  starve.  The  same  may  be  said,  to  a great  ex- 
tent of  England.  In  England  and  Ireland  both,  there  is  a population 
of  about  30,000,000.  Of  this  population,  but  60,000  are  land  owners, 
but  one  in  every  Jive  hundred! — one  person  controlling  the  soil,  while 
four  hundred  and  ninety  nine  go  without  rightful  food,  clothing , and 
shelter , or  a spot  where  they  can  claim  the  right  to  labor,  sleep , or  die. 

Famine  came  upon  Ireland  in  1822;  an  appeal  was  made  in  Eng- 
land, and  about  $1,520,000  were  raised  for  her  relief.  During  the 
same  year,  there  was  exported  from  Ireland,  in  articles  of  subsistence 
alone,  the  value  of  $22,594,000.  These  exportations  amounted,  fqr 
the  years  1321,  ’22,  !23,  to  more  than  $80,000,000;  yet  thousands 
starved  tq  death,  according  to  law , and  by  the  legal  grace  of  God ! 
This  could  not  have  happened  if  each  adult  in  Ireland,  had  possessed 
but  one  acre  to  cultivate.  But  land  monopoly  could  and  did  do  the 
work  of  the  destroying  angel,  as  it  is  now  again  doing  in  that  unhappy 
country.  I tell  this  Senate  now  and  warn  it  of  the  fact,  that  men  will 
never  starve  to  death  in  a republic,  they  will  never  see  their  wives  and 
children  starve  and  die  before  their  eyes  in  this  republic,  while  there  is 
plenty  of  land  to  yield  subsistence,  but  which  is  monopolized  to  their 
exclusion.  Such  things  can  only  be  inflicted  in  a monarchy,  absolute 
or  limited,  where  political  freedom  is  handcuffed  and  manacled  by  a 
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power  which  the  people  cannot  reach.  Here  there  is  no  such  power 5 
and  hence  no  power  to  impose  upon  Americans,  by  either  positive  or 
negative  means,  the  unmitigated  miseries  of  European  want  and  desti- 
tution. England  herself  cannot  much  longer  impose  them,  even  she  is 
too  limited  in  her  powers. 

The  doctrines  I hold  on  this  subject  are  those  which  were  held  by 
Aristotle,  Montesquieu,  Blackstone,  Jefferson,  Jackson,  and  Channing. 
While  Home,  Athens  and  Sparta  were  in  their  glory,  these  views  and 
sentiments  were  held  by  all  their  leading  statesmen.  Nor  did  those 
countries  fall  until  these  doctrines  had  been  abandoned,  or  the  system* 
embraced  by  them  been  overthrown. 


LETTER  TO  JUDGE  BREESE. 


Judge  Breese:  I take  the  liberty,  though  a stranger,  to  trouble 
you  with  this  communication ; perhaps  you  may  think  it  strange  that  an 
illiterate  farmer  should  trouble  himself  about  such  things  as  are  con- 
tained in  the  inclosed  petition.  If  I should  make  an  apology,  it  would 
be  that  I was  born  in  the  time  of  the  revolutionary  war,  and  I early 
fell  in  love  with  the  principles  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence, 
andlhe  preamble  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States ; and  I have 
never  been  divorced  from  them.  As  I came  to  more  mature  years,  I 
saw  plainly  that  our  Judiciary  system,  was  perfectly  in  opposition  to, 
and,  with  a strong  hand,  was  striking  a fatal  dagger  at  the  heart  of  my 
beloved.  Fifty  four  years  last  February,  if  records  are  correct,  the  Su- 
preme Court  committed  adultery  with  the  British  harlot,  perhaps  the 
first  time  after  the  goddess  of  Liberty  was  born  in  the  Union,  and  since 
that  time  no  one  can  come  into  court  without  embracing  the  whore, 
and  but  very  few,  if  any,  get  clear  of  her  charms  without  losing  every 
cent  of  money  they  have.  The  people  ought  to  have  told  the  Supreme 
Court  at  once,  as  John  the  baptist  told  Herod,  “It  is  not  lawful  for 
thee  to  have  thy  brother  Philip's  wife"  but,  instead  thereof,  it  appears 
that  by  the  whore  being  so  adorned  and  decorated,  with  purple  and 
fine  linen,  and  as  a certain  class  of  citizens  are  enriched  by  her  de- 
bauchery, that  the  Supreme  Court  look  up  to  that  adultery  as  an  orna- 
ment, and  an  example  for  them  to  follow.  Thus  is  the  plain,  fair 
goddess  of  liberty  despised  and  degraded;  and  the  purpose  for  which  the 
constitution  was  framed,  destroyed;  for  there  never  can  be  peace  and 
quiet  in  the  domicile,  where  the  man  leaves  a virtuous  woman  and  runs 
after  harlots;  and  where  whoredom  becomes  popular,  virtue,  truth  and 
right  are  extinct,  and  the  solemn  oaths,  in  matrimony,  or  to  support  the 
constitution,  are  rendered  entirely  powerless  and  of  no  avail.  Con- 
gress is  the  proper  tribunal  to  say,  to  the  Supreme  Court,  stop  your 
whoredoms,  your  illegitimate  offspring  have  proved  a greater  curse  to 
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community  than  all  the  larceny  that  has  been  committed.  Be  content 
with  your  own  lawful  wife,  the  plain,  fair,  virtuous  goddess  of  Liberty; 
her  offspring  will  bless  the  world  with  peace  and  quiet,  which  is  the 
design  of  our  constitution : thus  much  in  analogy. 

The  people  are  beginning  to  wake  up,  they  begin  to  see  that  by  fol- 
lowing the  foosteps  of  the  British,  the  producing  class  will  soon  be  in 
the  same  predicament  as  the  English,  for  it  is  self-evident  that  the  same 
cause  will  produce  the  same  effect ; the  monopoly  of  law  and  the  monop- 
oly of  the  land,  are  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  British  tyranny; 
and  in  the  administration  of  our  government,  we  have  admitted  both; 
perfectly  in  opposition  to  our  institutions ; so  we  have  the  effect:  base 
legislation,  railroad,  bank,  and  tariff  bubbles,  perfectly  the  same  as 
was  in  England  more  than  a hundred  years  ago.  Here  also  the  British 
have  a deep  intrenchment  in  the  heart  of  our  country,  which  they  keep* 
strongly  manned  by  their  own  subjects,  and  American  hirelings.  This 
then,  is  the  object,  of  every  true  American,  to  drive  British  principles,, 
with  all  that  hang  to  them,  out  of  our  country.  If  the  principles  and; 
rights  mentioned  in  the  declaration  of  independence,  and  in  the  pream- 
ble to  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  are  correct,  then,  certainly, 
men  are  entitled  to  free  access  to  the  courts  of  justice  for  redress  of 
wrongs ; likewise,  if  man  is  entitled  to  life,  he,  certainly,  is  entitled  to 
a.  free  access  to  the  three  elements,  earth,  air  and  water,  which  are  essen- 
tial to  his  existence ; and  when  either  of  these  rights  are  monopolized, 
it  is  an  insult  to  common  sense,  to  call  the  people  free.  I will  not  de- 
tain you,  a word  to  the  wise  is  enough.  The  petition  we  send  you 
speaks  for  itself  I consider  it  the  beginning  of  an  essential  reform,  in 
our  own  country,  and  the  revolution  of  the  world.

PETITION  SENT  WITH  THE  FOREGOING  LETTER, 


To  the  lion.  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America — Gentlemen  : 

Whereas,  various  forebodings  and  evident  phenomena  in  the  political 
horizon,  demonstrate  that  the  fine  fabric  of  American  liberty  will  soon 
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utterly  be  destroyed,  if  there  is  not  immediately  a thorough  reform  in  the 
source  of  evil  from  which  most  of  the  mania  arises,  your  petitioners  beg 
leave  to  represent  that,  it  is  self-evident  that  the  evil  is  in  the  govern- 
ment and  people,  copying  tyrants.  It  is  also  self-evident,  that  the  tree 
of  liberty  cannot  flourish  in  the  land  strongly  impregnated  with  a ty- 
rannical Judicature,  and  a tyrannical  religion.  This  is,  therefore,  to 
request  your  Honorable  Bodies  to  simplify  the  Judiciary  system,  so  that 
it  shall  retain  all  the  power  necessary  to  disseminate  truth  and  right  ac- 
cording to  the  innate  rights  of  man,  which  are  declared  by  Moses,  and 
confirmed  by  our  venerable  Ancestors  in  the  Declaration  of  Indepen- 
dence ; but  at  the  same  time,  to  banish  from  these  United  States,  that 
amphibious  creature  called  the  common  law  of  England,  with  all  its 
falsehood,  superfluous  forms,  technicality,  and  trappings  of  tyranny, 
which  have  taken  away  the  rights  of  man,  and  disgraced  our  professions 
of  liberty.  Your  petitioners  conceive  that  there  are  some  abstract  prin- 
ciples in  the  common  law  which  are  good,  but  couched,  as  they  are, 
with  all  the  principles  of  tyranny,  they  are  perfectly  neutralized,  and 
have  become  amphibious. 

This  common  law  arose  in  the  dark  ages;  it  is  a creature  of  tyranny, 
and  all  its  offspring  are  in  its  own  likeness : introduced  in  England  by 
Alfred,  under  plausible  pretenses  of  establishing  righteousness  and 
truth;  every  tyrant  in  succession,  with  all  the  monopoly,  has  extolled 
its  virtues  as  the  height  of  perfection,  until  the  cause  ha3  produced  its 
own  effects;  men,  God’s  rational  intelligences,  the  source  of  all  wealth, 
are  held  as  beasts  of  burden,  and  thousands  annually  die  of  starvation. 
Here  we  can  see,  that  it  is  the  place  spoken  of  by  inspiration;  “ A hole 
of  every  foul  spirit,  a cage  of  every  unclean  and  hateful  bird” — here 
plays  the  Satyr,  and  here  the  Owl,  the  great  Owl  and  the  little  Owl, 
continually  hooting,  Blackstone,  Littleton,  Coke  etc.,  as  the  perfection 
of  reason.  We  will  here  mention  one  principle  of  common  law;  the 
greater  the  truth  the  greater  the  libel.  Your  petitioners  beg  leave  to 
represent  that,  it  is  plain  to  every  man  that  reasons  from  cause  to  effect, 
and  from  effect  to  cause,  that  the  Supreme  Court  copying  tyrants,  is 
one  of  the  most  prominent  causes  of  all  the  political  and  ecclesiastical 
delusions  that  have,  from  time  to  time,  disgraced  these  United  States; 
and,  if  there  is  not  an  immediate  remedy,  it  will  *soon  destroy  the  little 
that  remains  of  the  fine  fabric  of  American  liberty. 

If  we  should  retrospect,  we  can  easily  see  the  demoralizing  influence 
of  the  Supreme  Court;  the  first  decision  that  we  shall  mention,  shows 
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all  its  deformity:  i.  e.  that  the  gag-law  of  John  Adams  was  constitu- 
tional ; but  the  law  of  the  State  of  Georgia,  who  only  had  the  preroga- 
tive, was  unconstitutional — banks,  protective  tariffs,  and  all  monopo. 
lizing  corporations,  are  constitutional;  but  the  law  of  a State,  to  ease 
the  people  of  the  burdens  brought  upon  them  by  those  institutions,  is 
unconstitutional — the  acts  and  decisions  of  one  of  those  Judges,  in 
time  of  an  invasion,  at  Orleans,  in  attempting  to  assist  the  enemy  and 
palsy  the  arm  of  our  general,  are  constitutional;  and  another  Judge 
decides  that  an  old  charter,  granted  by  one  of  the  ancient  kings  of 
England  is  binding,  that  the  people  of  the  State  have  no  right  to  govern 
themselves. 

Here  is  the  grand  arbiter  of  all  the  States,  and  here  mostly  the 
Validation  of  all  the  delusion  of  the  State,  in  copying  the  bubbles  of 
Europe,  in  banks,  railroads  etc.  : and  here,  as  it  was  in  Europe,  the 
country  has  been  filled  with  argument,  to  show  that  their  design  was  to 
promote  the  interest  of  the  producing  class.  Eut  now  the  bubble  has 
burst,  and  a heavy  load  brought  on  the  people  by  falsehood ; all  the 
speculators  combine,  (like  their  prototype  in  Europe)  to  have  the  pro- 
duce of  the  country  of  little  value,  until  it  gets  into  their  hands,  and 
to  prevent  money  from  circulating  in  the  country.  From  the  same  ex- 
ample, we  have  seen  the  great  seal  of  a State  affixed,  to  sanction  false- 
hood, and  a hundred  and  seventy  members  of  Congress  declare,  on 
oath,  that  it  was  constitutional,  that  they  could  not  loojv  beyond  the 
great  seal  of  the  State.  And  to  cover  all  this  deformity,  that  they  may 
be  honorable  men,  they  bring  forward  this  principle,  (from  their  grand 
prototype  in  Europe)  u Every  thing  is  right  in  politics/’  This  bring® 
the  subject  to  a pause;  every  thing  in  law,  that  is  copied  from  tyrants, 
is  right;  consequently,  every  thing  in  politics  is  right;  and,  as  every 
thing  in  law  and  politics  are  right,  it  naturally  follows  that  every  thing 
in  religion  is  right.  No  wonder  the  prophet,  foreseeing  these  things, 
should  say,  “ A hole  of  every  foul  spirit,  and  a cage  of  every  unclean 
and  hateful  bird,  etc.” 

These  things  have  diffused  a mania  among  the  people,  and  opened  a 
wide  door  for  British  abolition,  Joe  Smithism,  and  every  other  delusion 
that  can  be  invented  for  the  destruction  of  American  liberty.  Your 
petitioners  beg  leave  to  represent,  that  there  is  a remedy  at  your  com- 
mand, which, if  applied,  will  make  the  Supreme  Court  an  example  for 
good  and  not  for  evil.  We  are  told  of  an  ancient  court  at  Athens, 
called  Areopagus,  whose  force  of  example  (it  is  said)  would  cause  a bad 
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man  to  become  a good  man,  when  elected  a member  of  that  court;  and 
it  is  known  by  philosophy,  that  the  force  of  example  is  vice  versa. 
When  any  people  have  baseness  and  ingenuity  enough,  to  turn  the 
plain  principles  of  Christ  to  support  tyranny  and  oppression,  the  same 
genius  will  also  change  every  thing  else,  for  the  same  purpose — litera- 
ture, science,  art,  law,  religion,  politics  and  every  benevolent  institu- 
tion, (which,  in  their  nature,  are  calculated  to  show  the  excellency  of 
the  Divine  Character,  and  to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  man,)  are, 
»11  of  them,  at  once  turned  to  the  disgrace  of  Almighty  Grod,  by  tyr- 
annizing and  oppressing  Grod’s  rational  intelligences.  We  are  told  that 
Queen  Victoria  is  the  head  of  the  Church;  that  her  government  gave, 
one  year,  twenty  thousand  pounds  to  accommodate  the  Royal  Dogs, 
seventy  thousand  pounds  to  accommodate  Royal  Horses,  and  two  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  for  cradle  apparatus  for  her  babe;  at  the  same 
time  twenty  thousand  of  her  slaves  (Grod’s  rational  intelligences)  die  of 
starvation  annually.  (The  grand  prototype  of  the  abolition.) 

It  is  well  known  that  the  common  law  of  England,  is  the  grand  ce- 
ment of  church  and  state;  and  it  is  also  well  known,  that  the  same  cause 
will  produce  the  same  effects.  Will  the  American  Judicature  own  this 
to  be  their  prototype?  Yet  in  truth  they  cannot  deny  it.  Your  peti- 
tioners believe  that  the  true  science  of  law  is  eternal,  and  that  it  is  ca- 
pable of  demonstration  as  completely,  as  any  rule  in  mathematics,  but 
it  never  can  be  found  in  the  dark  regions  of  tyranny. 

Your  petitioners  are  well  aware  that  it  cannot  be  expected  that  our 
Judiciary  will,  in  all  points  necessary,  reform  themselves;  the  force  of 
example  and  that  of  tradition,  will  prevent  them  from  seeing  any  impro- 
priety in  their  unnecessary  and  superfluous  forms,  that  take  away  the 
inherent  rights  of  men,  and  compel  them  to  buy  the  right  to  come  be- 
fore a court  of  justice;  neither  can  they  see  any  impropriety  in  exact- 
ing several  absolute  falsehoods  in  a declaration  and  in  an  indictment, 
without  which  they  are  immediately  thrown  out  of  court,  for  the  want 
of  form.  It  is  evident  that  it  must  be  done  by  the  people,  by  special 
statute,  to  prevent  our  Judiciary  from  being  legislative,  copying  ty- 
rants, and  to  confine  them  to  our  own  institutions  and  laws : let  the  leg- 
islative and  the  judicial,  each  act  in  their  own  respective  spheres,  and 
erect  a standard  upon  the  eternal  principles  of  truth  and  right.  Th« 
way  is  open  and  plain;  we  have  the  ethics  of  Plato,  the  morals  of 
Christ,  and  the  Declaration  of  Independence  by  our  Ancestors;  rais« 
a perpendicular  upon  this  basis,  lift  up  an  ensign  to  the  Nations  ! Thus 
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God  will  be  honored,  and  his  name  glorified,  more  than  it  can  be  in  all 
the  forms  and  inventions  of  men  — British  abolition  will  die  a natural 
death,  and  the  other  delusions  and  evils,  will  naturally  heal  themselves. 
Your  petitioners  conceive  that  your  Honorable  Bodies,  are  loudly  called 
upon,  by  philosophy,  by  philanthrophy,  and  by  every  principle  of  hu- 
manity, to  stop  the  evils  that  are  spreading  in  bur  country : and  your 
petitioners,  as  in  duty  bound,  will  ever  pray.

ORIGINAL  LETTER  OF  BENJAMIN  FRANKLIN, 


The  Southern  Literary  Messenger  contains  the  following  copy  of  && 
original  letter  from  the  venerable  Franklin  to  a minister  of  the  Gospel, 
in  the  southern  part  of  New  Jersey,  which  has  been  recently  discov- 
ered there,  among  some  old  family  papers.  As  the  editor  remarks, 
“it  is  a composition  perfectly  in  the  manner  and  spirit  of  that  great 
and  worthy  man.” — Democratic  Press , Dec , 7,  1842. 

“Philadelphia,  June  6,  1765. 

“ Dear  Sir : I received  your  kind  letter  of  the  2d  instant,  and  am 
glad  to  hear  that  you  increase  in  strength.  I hope  you  will  continue 
mending  until  you  recover  your  former  health  and  firmness.  Let  me 
know  whether  you  continue  the  cold  bath,  and  what  effect  it  has.  As 
to  the  kindness  you  speak  of,  I wish  it  could  have  been  of  more  real 
service  to  you,  that  you  would  always  be  ready  to  serve  any  other  per- 
son that  may  need  your  assistance ; and  so  let  good  offices  go  round  — 
for  mankind  are  all  of  a family.  For  my  own  part,  when  I am  em- 
ployed in  serving  others,  I do  not  look  upon  myself  as  conferring 
favors,  but  as  paying  debts.  In  my  travels,  and  since  my  settlement, 
I have  received  much  kindness  from  men,  to  whom  I shall  never  have 
an  opportunity  of  making  the  least  direct  return,  and  numberless  mer- 
cies from  God,  who  is  infinitely  above'  being  benefited  by  our  services. 
For  these  kindnesses  from  men,  I can,  therefore,  only  show  my  grati- 
tude to  God,  by  a readiness  to  help  his  other  children  and  my  breth- 
ren; for  I do  not  think  that  thanks  and  compliments,  though  repeated 
weekly,  can  discharge  our  real  obligations  to  each  other,  much  less  to 
our  Creator. 

“ You  see  in  this  my  notion  of  good  works,  that  I do  not  expect  to 
merit  Heaven  by  them.  By  Heaven,  we  understand  a state  of  hap- 
piness, infinite  in  degree,  and  eternal  in  duration;  we  can  do  nothing 
to  deserve  such  a reward.  He  that,  for  giving  a draught  of  water  to 
a thirsty  person,  should  expect  to  be  paid  with  a great  plantation, 
would  be  modest  in  his  demands,  compared  with  those  who  think  they 
deserve  Heaven  for  the  little  good  they  do  on  earth.  Even  the  mixed 
imperfect  pleasures  we  enjoy  in  this  world,  are  rather  from  God’s  good- 
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ness  than  our  merit.  How  much  more  so  the  happiness  of  Heaven  ? 
For  my  part,  I have  not  the  vanity  to  think  I deserve  it,  the  folly  to 
expect  it,  or  the  ambition  to  desire  it;  but  content  myself  in  submit- 
ting to  the  disposal  of  that  God  who  made  me,  who  has  hitherto  pre- 
served and  blessed  me,  and  in  whose  fatherly  goodness  I may  well  con- 
fide, that  he  never  will  make  me  miserable,  and  that  the  affliction  I 
may  at  any  time  suffer  may  tend  to  my  benefit. 

“The  faith  you  mention  has  doubtless  its  use  in  the  world.  I do 
not  desire  to  see  it  diminished,  nor  would  I desire  to  see  it  lessened  in 
any  man.  But  I wish  it  were  more  productive  of  good  works  than  I 
have  seen.  I mean  real  good  works — works  of  kindness,  charity, 
mercy,  and  public  spirit,  no  holy-day-keeping,  sermon-hearing,  or  read- 
ing, performing  church  ceremonies,  or  making  long  prayers,  filled  with 
flatteries  and  compliments,  despised  even  by  wise  men,  and  much  less 
capable  of  pleasing  the  Deity. 

“The  worship  of  God  is  a duty,  the  learning  and  reading  may  be 
useful  ; but  if  man  rest  in  hearing  and  praying,  (as  too  many  do,)  it 
is  as  if  the  tree  valued  itself  on  being  watered,  and  putting  forth 
leaves,  though  it  never  produce  any  fruit. 

“ Our  good  master  thought  less  of  these  outward  appearances  than 
many  of  his  modern  disciples.  He  preferred  the  doers  of  his  word 
to  the  hearers;  the  son  that  seemingly  refused  to  obey  his  father,  and 
yet  obeyed  his  commandments,  to  him  that  professed  his  readiness,  but 
neglected  his  work.  The  heretical,  charitable,  but  orthodox  priest 
and  sanctified  Levite,  and  those  who  gave  food  to  the  hungry,  drink 
to  the  thirsty,  and  raiment  to  the  naked,  entertainment  to  the  stranger, 
who  never  heard  of  his  name,  he  declares,  shall,  in  the  last  day,  be 
accepted,  when  those  who  cry  Lord ! Lord ! who  value  themselves  on 
their  faith,  though  great  enough  to  perform  miracles,  but  have  neg- 
lected good  works,  shall  be  neglected,  He  professed  that  he  came 
not  to  call  the  righteous,  but  sinners  to  repentance;  which  implied 
his  modest  opinion  that  there  were  some,  in  his  time,  so  good  that 
they  need  not  hear,  even  for  improvement,  but  now-a-days  we  have 
scarcely  a little  parson  who  does  not  think  it  the  duty  of  every  man 
within  his  reach  to  sit  under  his  pretty  ministration,  and  that,  who- 
ever omits  this  offends  God.  I wish  to  such  more  humility,  and 
to  you  health  and  firmness.  Being  your  friend  and  servant,

aI  have  no  doubt  but  that  the  administration  of  the  law  between 
man  and  man  is  as  able  and  pure  in  France  as  in  any  other  country  in 
the  world.  But  I am  going  much  farther  than  this;  and  far  enough 
to  shock  many  a prejudice,  which  believes,  with  the  firmest  conviction, 
that  the  old  code  of  the  common  law  is  the  wisest  system  of  jurispru- 
dence which  the  world  has  ever  seen  ; and  that  Littleton  and  Coke  and 
their  metaphysical  successors,  are  the  ablest  commentators  which  have 
ever  guided  the  human  intellect  in  its  search  after  truth.  For  my  part, 
I consider  it  a reproach  to  our  age  and  country,  that  a system  should 
yet  govern  all  the  relations  of  society  among  us — all  the  rights  of  per- 
sons and  of  property,  indeed  of  life  itself, — which  is,  at  the  same  time 
so  rude  in  its  principles  and  artificial,  as  contradistinguished  from  sim- 
ple in  its  procedure — unwritten,  and,  therefore,  substituting  the  legis- 
lation of  courts  and  commentators  for  that  of  responsible  and  repre- 
sentative bodies — which  was  founded  upon  a policy  whose  barbarism 
was  cloaked  by  the  word  feudal — that  grows  up  in  the  darkest  ages — 
that  pressed  almost  equally  upon  mind  and  body,  and  that  has  disap- 
peared before  the  advancing  reason  of  mankind;  while,  to  crown  this 
absurdity,  this  system  of  jurisprudence  is  almost  unknown  to  the  im- 
mense mass  on  whom  it  operates,  and  but  darkly  and  doubtfully  shad- 
owed out  to  the  chosen  few  who  are  the  priests  of  the  sanctuary,  and 
whose  oracles  are  almost  as  hidden  as  were  those  of  the  expounders  of 
Delphi. 

u Great  is  Diana  of  the  Ephesians  V*  was  the  rallying  cry  of  thosa 
who  were  attached  by  their  duties  to  the  temple  of  Ephesus;  and  & 
■imilar  sentiment  pervades  human  nature  in  all  the  departments  of  lif«. 
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We  are  prone,  honestly  no  doubt,  to  magnify  the  advantages  and  im- 
portance of  the  pursuits  to  which  we  are  devoted;  and  with  our  sys- 
tem of  jurisprudence,  those  who  profess  it  have  inherited,  as  a dogma 
not  to  be  doubted,  that  the  English  common  law  is  the  “perfection  of 
human  reason.”  It  is  my  deliberate  opinion,  confirmed  by  the  obser- 
vation of  every  dajy,  that  much  of  it  is  the  perfection  of  human 
nonsense.  What  can  be  more  absurd  than  a judicial  code  which 
gravely  permits  one  of  the  parties  to  call  the  other  before  a court  of 
justice,  where  the  whole  case  is  examined,  the  witnesses  heard,  the 
verdict  rendered,  the  judgment  given,  and  then  allows  the  other  party 
to  carry  the  proceedings  before  an  other  tribunal,  administering  an  en- 
tirely different  system  of  jurisprudence,  which  reverses  in  effect,  what 
had  been  previously  done,  and  establishes  the  right  of  the  opposite 
party?  And  yet  this  solemn  farce  is  every  day  acted  in  almost  every 
state  in  the  Union;  and  we  are  so  familiarized  to  this  complicated  pro- 
ceedure,  under  the  name  of  common  law  and  chancery  jurisdiction, 
that  every  effort  to  simplify  it  and  to  consolidate  these  discordant  prin- 
ciples into  a single  system,  administered  at  one  time  and  by  the  same 
tribunal,  as  is  done  in  every  other  country  under  heaven,  except  Eng- 
land and  the  United  States,  has  been  heretofore  useless,  and  still 
threatens  to  be  so.” 


Cause  of  % Imperfect  progress  of  Cjuistianitn. 


Foe  more  than  forty  years,  my  mind  has  been  led  to  the  inquiry, 
why  such  a perfect  and  complete  system  of  Truth  and  Right  aa 
God  through  Christ  has  given  to  man,  and  man  possessed  of  a no- 
ble soul.  Why  Civilization  and  Christianity  should  not  be  estab- 
lished, and  why  Truth  and  Right  should  not  prevail  ? 

After  many  years  of  great  anxiety,  research  and  deep  thought,  the  sub- 
ject was  brought,  in  my  mind,  to  a complete  focus.  The  first  and 
great  preventive,  is  in  the  professors  of  Christianity  themselves,  par- 
ticularly in  their  Theology,  which  is  confined  entirely  to  the  Celestial. 
This  is  the  Theology  of  all  the  world  that  profess  Christianity,  and  it 
can  not  be  adapted  to  terrestrial  man.  For  man,  in  this  life,  is  terres- 
trial, and  his  terrestrial  rights,  as  shown  by  sacred  revelation,  and  also 
in  the  volume  of  Nature,  must  be  secured,  as  a means  of  a more  per- 
fect development  of  the  noble  faculty  of  the  soul,  to  comprehend  the 
Celestial.  The  present  Theology  that  is  adopted,  causes  the  church  to 
support  slavery,  monopoly,  and  every  species  of  tyranny;  for,  say  they, 
we  have  no  thing  to  do  with  any  thing  but  the  Celestial.  So  that  the 
force  of  God’s  truth  is  prevented,  by  its  friends,  from  taking  effect 
upon  all.  Such  piratical  governments  as  England,  whose  principles 
are  for  might  to  rule  over  right,  (like  all  other  pirates,)  and  by  their 
laws  they  kill  off  those  that  they  have  robbed  by  millions.  And  Amer- 
ica, professing  Liberty,  with  all  her  Christianity,  copies  the  pirates  that 
are  moving  upon  the  great  deep  of  Time.  And  Dr.  Sprague  says,  that 
“ Popery  shed  the  blood  of  sixty-eight  millions,  five  hundred  thous- 
ands of  human  beings.”  All  upon  the  same  Theology. 

Also,  under  the  present  Theology  adopted *by  all  the  Christian  world, 
Missionaries  are  sent  to  the  heathen  with  but  half  a gospel,  which  de- 
stroys its  power  of  doing  good.  There  are  other  causes  that  prevent 
the  spread  of  Truth  and  Right,  The  example  of  the  laws  of  the  land, 
established  invariably  upon  the  principle  of  might  to  rule  over  right. 
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The  present  education  of  the  world,  and  the  example  of  society,  with 
the  present  Theology,  all  have  a tendency  to  raise  up  tyrants,  and  to 
brutalize  man.  The  present  Theology  is  the  cause  and  main  support 
of  the  Infidelity  of  the  world.  The  present  Theology  of  the  world 
shows  its  delinquency  when  we  see  that  God’s  eternal  law  gives  to  man 
the  inalienable  right  to  life,  and  requires  him  to  gain  his  bread  by  the 
sweat  of  his  own  brow;  and  we  see,  also,  by  the  precepts  of  Jesus 
Christ,  and  the  axiom  given  by  his  truth,  that  all  men  are  under  obli- 
gation to  labor,  physically  and  mentally.  They  are  to  labor  physically 
on  the  earth  that  God  has  given  them,  to  procure  food  and  raiment  for 
the  body ; and  they  are  to  labor  mentally  on  the  eternal  truth  given 
them  by  inspiration  and  the  laws  of  Nature,  to  procure  food  and  rai- 
ment for  the  soul. 

These  are  a few  of  the  most  prominent  causes  that  prevent  the  pro- 
gress of  Christianity  and  ' Civilization,  rendered  so  by  the  monopoly 
of  the  world.  It  is  often  said  that  it  is  much  easier  to  find  fault  with 
& system,  than  it  is  to  show  a better.  Although  the  remark  is  often 
true,  yet  it  can  not  apply  in  this  case ; for  we  can  bring  forward  the 
truth  and  whole  Theology  of  the  Bible,  in  which  the  Terrestrial  and 
Celestial  are  equally  established,  so  that  the  Christian  can  no  more 
deny  the  Terrestrial  with  impunity,  than  the  infidel  can  deny  the  Ce- 
lestial. They  are  both  equally  guilty  before  God.  The  Theology  of 
the  Bible  establishes  the  eternal  principle  of  Bight  to  rule  over 
Might,  and  enjoins  it  upon  the  Church.  It  also  opens  to  our  view, 
how  the  prophecies  are  to  be  fulfilled : that  men  shall  learn  war  no 
more ; that  men  shall  sit  under  their  own  vine  and  fig  tree,  none  to 
molest  nor  make  them  afraid.  And  how  the  Kingdoms  of  this  world 
shall  become  the  Kingdom  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ;  and 
how  righteousness  shall  cover  the  earth  as  water  the  great  deep.  History 
shows  that  the  church  of  Christ,  (which  all  will  admit  was  established 
upon  the  principle  of  the  Bible  theology,)  continued  for  three  hundred 
years,  upon  principles  of  perfect  equality,  no  monopoly,  no  episcopacy, 
but  all  was  fraternity.  About  this  time,  Constantine  became  a profes- 
sor of  Christianity,  and  a defender  of  the  faith.  But,  as  the  true  prin- 
ciples of  Christ  are  death  to  tyranny,  Constantine,  with  all  his  succes- 
sors, was  obliged  to  drop  that  part  of  Holy  Writ  which  shows  that  man 
has  the  inalienable  right  to  life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness, 
and  to  confine  their  theology  entirely  to  the  Celestial,  so  that  th« 
tyrant  can  consistently  oppress  and  enslave  men  here,  for  the  good  of 
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their  souls  in  futurity;  which  has  been  done  in  every  age,  from  that 
time  to  this.  For  this  purpose,  Constantine  commenced  giving  exclu- 
sive power  to  favorite  preachers,  so  that  while  he  exercised  exclusive 
privilege  over  the  terrestrial,  the  Clergy  would  exercise  exclusive  priv- 
ilege over  the  celestial.  Thus  began  monopoly  and  speculation  in  the 
name  of  Christ.  Oh  blasphemy!  Let  every  reader  remember,  that 
Episcopacy  is  the  creature  of  tyrants,  not  of  the  Church  of  Christ.  Thi» 
continued  about  three  hundred  years,  that  tyrants  were  giving  power  to 
the  Priests.  I will  give  the  author’s  own  words;  Robbings  History  of 
all  religions,  page  67:  “This  led  to  the  establishment  of  Bishops,  a 
superior  order  of  Clergy,  in  the  Christian  Church. 

Upon  the  same  principle  that  the  clergy  of  the  provincial  towns 
acquired  a superiority  over  their  brethren  in  the  vicinity,  the  Bishops 
of  the  great  cities,  claimed  a precedence  above  all  others  of  the  Epis- 
copal order.  This  led  to  a distinct  denomination  in  the  clerical  office, 
and  introduced  the  title  of  Metropolitan  Bishops  and  Archbishops. 
An  additional  authority  and  supremacy  were  given,  by  the  Christian 
emperors,  to  the  Bishops  of  Rome,  Constantinople,  Antioch  and  Alex- 
andria, who  exercised  a certain  control  over  all  other  bishops  and 
churches,  and  were  dignified  by  the  title  of  Patriarchs. 

As  the  declining  purity  and  increasing  opulence  of  the  church, 
afforded  additional  motives  to  asspiring  ambition,  the  patriarchs  of  Con- 
stantinople, with  the  countenance  of  the  Imperial  City,  gradually 
acquired  a superiority  over  those  of  Antioch  and  Alexandria,  while  the 
patriarch  of  Rome,  through  a variety  of  concurring  causes,  was  rapidly 
increasing  in  his  dominion  over  the  churches  of  the  West.  These  two 
ambitious  prelates,  had  been  too  successful  in  their  progress  to  wealth 
and  power,  to  endure,  with  patience,  the  sight  of  a rival , One  presid- 
ing in  the  metropolis,  and  the  other  in  the  august  city  of  the  Empire, 
each  claiming  the  supremacy,  and,  in  vindication  of  their  claims,  in- 
volved the  respective  portions  of  the  Church  in  perpetual  contention. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  seventh  century,  Phocas,  an  inhuman  tyrant 
who  had  obtained  the  imperial  crown  at  Constantinople  by  the  murder 
of  the  reigning  Emperor,  knowing  in  what  a light  his  character  must  be 
viewed,  in  that  city,  and  desirous  to  obtain  support  in  the  distant  prov- 
inces, proclaimed  Boniface  the  patriarch  of  Rome,  universal  Bishop  of 
the  Church  of  Christ.  And  the  Roman  Pontiff  has  never  ceased  to  as- 
sert his  supremacy,  from  that  time,  and  has  condemned,  as  schismatics, 
all  Christians  who  do  not  acquiesce  in  his  arrogant  pretentions.” 
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Here  we  have  the  true  history  of  the  dividing  of  the  word  of  God, 
which  has  cursed  the  whole  earth.  And  we  have  also  positive  evidence 
that  Episcopacy  never  originated  in  the  Church  of  Christ,  but  was  and 
is  a creature  of  tyranny;  and  it  was  carried  to  its  ultimatum,  in  the 
first  place,  by  a murderer  as  well  as  a tyrant.  Phocas,  as  Emperor  of 
Constantinople,  gave  Boniface  universal  power  in  the  Church.  This 
power  was  exercised  by  Boniface  and  his  successors,  from  the  seventh 
to  the  sixteenth  century.  Then,  Martin  Luther,  with  others,  opposed 
the  Pope,  and  caused  a great  reformation  — there  was  great  good  done, 
but  the  evil  was  not  touched,  for  Luther  and  his  followers,  continued 
the  Pope’s  theology,  all  of  the  Celestial,  nothing  of  the  right  of  man 
to  life,  so  that  the  earth  is  cursed  by  Protestantism  as  well  as  Popery. 

The  religious  world  may  as  well  expect  to  change  the  laws  of  nature, 
and  cause  the  sun  to  rise  in  the  North,  and  set  in  the  South,  as  to  sup- 
pose that  they  can  promote  the  cause  of  Christ  and  civilization  by  their 
great  zeal,  extravagant  temples,  and  supercilious  technical  formalities 
in  their  theology.  No,  God’s  immutable  purpose  cannot  be  changed 
by  vain  man. 

0 ! that  they  would  hear  the  voice  of  wisdom,  speaking  to  them  by 
inspiration,  “Why  do  you  spend  your  money  for  that  which  is  not 
bread,  and  your  labor  for  that  which  satisfieth  not.”  Let  it  be  re- 
membered that  the  world’s  theology,  is  a creature  of  tyranny,  not  of 
God. 

This  subject  is  of  vital  importance  for  the  welfare  of  man,  for  time, 
and  eternity.  It  has  no  parallel.  Our  republican  institutions  cannot 
be  perpetuated  without  it.  Tyranny,  with  its  monopoly  and  slavery, 
is  a creature  of  darkness,  it  can  live  under  heathen  Mythology,  as  well 
as  under  the  world’s  theology,  for  there  is  a perfect  analogy  between 
them. 

But  liberty,  with  its  equality,  and  fraternity,  is  the  creature  of  light, 
and  the  only  element  that  can  give  life  and  health  to  it,  is  eternal 
truth  and  eternal  right,  given  to  us  by  Christ,  and  confirmed  by  the 
laws  of  nature.  Some  people  believe  that  there  is  one  system  of  truth 
and  right,  for  time,  and  another  system  of  truth  and  right,  for 
eternity.  In  this,  they  betray  their  heathen  mythology,  and  some  of 
the  clergymen  say,  we  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  things  of  this  world ; 
this  shows  what  vast  ignorance  can  be  fastened  to  the  minds  of  good 
men,  by  their  being  educated  in  the  world’s  theology,  to  support  tyr- 
anny. I would  advise  them  to  stop  their  preaching,  until  they  have 
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learned  this  important  truth,  that  the  great  purpose  of  Christ  was,  and 
is,  to  save  the  world  by  truth  and  right,  but  not  by  heathen  mythology. 
Let  us  take  a view  of  man,  the  perfect  work  of  God,  his  noble  soul  ca- 
pable of  governing  this  earthly  tabernacle,  in  all  its  various  changes  in 
time,  and  then  enjoying  God  in  perfection  eternally;  then  let  us  look 
at  the  messenger  from  heaven,  with  the  volume  of  eternal  truth  and 
right,  and  all  the  divine  attributes  of  God  the  Creator,  to  feast  the  soul 
and  prepare  it  for  its  glorious  conquest.  Man,  in  his  creation,  is  com- 
posed of  two  parts,  the  material  and  the  immaterial,  mysteriously 
united,  showing  the  power  of  an  incomprehensible  God.  The  terres- 
trial part  of  man,  was  taken  from  the  earth,  and  it  is,  of  right,  attached 
to  the  earth,  for  there  is  its  life  and  physical  perfection.  God  has  pro- 
vided bountifully  for  the  support  of  this  part  of  man,  and  in  his  for- 
mation is  written,  labor  for  sustenance  and  health : this  part  of  man  is 
not  governed  by  truth,  and  it  is  not  in  its  nature  to  comprehend  it;  it 
has  instinct  and  animal  spirit,  to  this  belong  all  the  evils  and  irregular- 
ities of  what  are  to  be  seen  in  men.  But  God  has  placed  in  this  body 
the  reasonable  soul,  which,  in  its  nature,  is  not  attached  to  the  earth, 
but  to  the  attributes  of  God  its  Creator,  so  that  when  properly  directed, 
will  guide  the  whole  man  into  the  system  of  truth  and  right;  this  will 
support  the  cause  of  liberty,  and  promote  the  cause  of  Christian  Civ- 
ilization. 

A man  said  to  me,  the  national  reform  principles,  are  the  best  prin- 
ciples I have  ever  seen  or  heard  of,  but,  said  he,  I am  really  afraid 
they  are  infidel.  I would  ask,  from  whence  this  vast  ignorance  in  the 
minds  of  men,  in  the  land  of  gospel  light  and  liberty?  It  is,  without 
doubt,  the  theology  of  tyrants,  adopted  by  all  the  churches,  mixed  up 
with  British  jurisprudence,  of  heathen,  mythology,  illustrated  by  Rich- 
ard Hoe  and  John  Doe.  I would  say,  take  the  Bible  theology,  it  is 
adapted  to  man  here  in  time;  let  all  the  churches  acknowledge  God, 
and  the  mist  of  darkness,  political  and  ecclesiastical,  will  soon  be  swept 
from  the  earth. 

For  this  purpose  man  must  be  elevated,  the  noble  soul  must  be  de- 
veloped, so  that  it  regulate  the  animal  body  and  spirit,  and  lead  them 
into  the  path  of  peace,  for  its  own  mutual  comfort,  and  for  the  good  of 
universal  man.  For  God  requires  that  the  believers  in  Christ,  should 
become  co-workers  with  him ; and  Daniel  says,  “In  the  days  of  these 
kings,  shall  the  God  of  Heaven  set  up  a kingdom,  which  shall  never  be 
destroyed,  and  the  kingdom  shall  not  be  left  to  other  people,  (such  as 
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tyrants,  monopolists  and  slaveholders  that  rule  by  the  principle  of  might 
over  right,)  but  it  shall  break  in  pieces  and  consume,  all  these  king- 
doms, and  shall  stand  forever.”  Christianity  will  do  this,  and  for  this 
purpose  there  must  be  universal  morality  established,  for  Christianity 
cannot  flourish  without  its  own  morality,  which  will  secure  to  man,  the 
right  to  life,  to  all  the  elements  that  God  has  given,  to  sustain  life,  for 
the  perfection  of  the  physical  powers  of  man,  for  a more  perfect  devel- 
opment of  the  noble  faculties  of  the  soul,  to  become  co-workers  together 
with  God  in  the  great  work:  for  this  purpose  the  soul  of  man  must 
be  educated  in  its  own  element;  for  the  present  education  of  the 
world,  under  the  tyrants  theology,  has  no  moral-ruling  principle  in  it; 
but  all  is  cent,  per  cent.,  and  in  the  study  of  law  and  divinity,  their  ul- 
timatum is  of  cent,  per  cent.  But  the  life  of  the  soul  is  in  a more 
noble  element,  the  principles  are  love,  mercy,  truth  and  right.  Let 
these  be  impressed  upon  the  mind,  and  the  soul  will  receive  them,  and 
there  will  be  added  wisdom,  power  and  goodness.  These  are  the  seven 
attributes  or  spirits  of  God,  that  have  gone  out  into  the  earth,  and  are 
enforced  upon  man  by  every  command  of  Christ,  to  perform  the  great 
work.  There  is  no  hope  of  salvation  in  time,  nor  in  eternity,  but  in 
the  Divine  attributes. 

To  all  true  believers  in  Christ,  whose  souls  have  been  elevated  by 
the  love  and  truth  of  God,  so  that  the  immaterial  rule  the  material, 
in  all  the  concerns  of  life,  with  love  to  universal  man,  who  are  scat- 
tered through  Europe,  Asia,  Africa,  and  America.  To  you  truth  is 
always  welcome.  These  are  the  true  Church,  though  isolated. 

“God  loves  from  whole  to  parts,  but  human  soul 
Must  rise  from  individual  to  whole; 

Self-love  but  serves  the  virtuous  mind  to  wake, 

As  the  small  pebble  stirs  the  peaceful  lake — - 
The  centre  mov’d,  a circle  straight  succeeds; 

An  other  still,  and  still  an  other  spreads; 

Friend,  parent,  neighbors,  first  it  will  embrace, 

His  country  next,  and  next  all  human  race.” 


To  all  who  may  wish  to  know,  as  I desire  no  concealment, 
that  I did,  in  August,  1844,  declare  myself  a candidate  for  Rep- 
resentative for  this  county  in  1846,  against  both  political  parties, 
because  they  are  in  principle  the  same,  both  alike — support  the 
same  tyrannical  principles  that  have  cursed  our  country,  viz:  the 
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monopoly  of  the  land,  and  the  monopoly  of  the  law* — the  founda- 
tion of  all  tyranny.  It  is  not  because  I desire  the  honor  or  the 
profit,  and  if  I should  be  elected,  I should  not  receive  more  than  a 
reasonable  compensation,  for  I have  sworn,  never  to  make  money  by 
my  exertions  to  secure  the  natural  rights  of  man,  and  I am  also 
under  a vow,  never  to  cease  war  with  tyranny,  until  I,  or  it,  shall 
cease  to  exist.

A LETTER. 

Messrs.  Evens  & Walsii:  I embrace  the  present  opportunity  to 
let  you  know  that  I am  much  pleased  with  the  position  you  have  taken : 
I have  been  looking  for  years,  wondering  whether  virtue  was  extinct, 
whether  there  was  or  not  a redeeming  spirit;  I have  been  trying  to 
have  the  democratic  party  come  out  plainly  upon  real  democratic  prin- 

* It  is  a moderate  calculation  that,  the  laboring  people  of  the  United  States  are 
robbed,  annually,  of  four  hundred  millions  of  dollars  by  the  British  principles.  • 
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ciples,  against  all  monopoly  and  all  exclusive  privilege,  invariably  to 
support  nothing  but  virtue,  truth  and  right;  and  I have  been  told  by 
the  leaders  for  twenty  years,  that  it  would  not  do  yet,  we  must  take 
the  enemy  in  their  own  way,  etc.  Before  I saw  your  paper,  or  heard  of 
you,  I had  become  so  disgusted  at  the  two  prominent  law  monopoly  and 
land  monopoly  parties,  that  I would  not  have  either  of  their  papers. 
There  was  not  food  in  them  for  the  philosopher,  nor  for  the  philan- 
thropist, nor  for  the  Christian,  but  all  was  British  Nabobism,  and  for 
the  loaves  and  fishes.  I was  determined  to  stand  agitiiist  both  parties 
for  the  rights  of  man,  even  if  I stood  alone,  and  my  communications 
on  this  subject  proscribed  by  all  the  printers:  (but  there  were  many  of 
the  people  with  me.)  I have  always  believed  that  God  would  raise  up 
men  to  lead  the  people  nf  the  United  States  out  of  our  present  Egyp- 
tian bondage  of  British  principles,  into  the  glorious  light  and  liberty  of 
our  own  institutions.  When  I first  saw  your  paper,  last  June,  it  was 
to  me  like  the  rising  of  the  morning  Star  in  a long  dark  night;  and 
now  I am  looking  for  the  break  of  day,  and  the  rising  of  that  bright 
luminary,  the  adorable  Sun  of  liberty,  (which  was  unveiled  to  us  by  our 
venerable  ancestors,  but  has  been  obscured,  for  many  years,  by  the 
thick  fog  and  mist  brought  on  by  the  trade-winds  from  the  British 
Isle,)  which  will  dispel  all  darkness  and  doubts,  make  men  sensible  of 
the  obligation  that  they  are  under  to  their  God  and  to  their  fellow  men. 

I am  delighted  with  the  truths  brought  to  view  in  your  paper;  they 
are  to  me  a feast  of  fat  things.  There  is  none  of  the  British  Nabobs 
or  money  worshipers,  that  will  dare  to  attempt  a contradiction.  It 
must  be  pleasing  to  every  philosopher,  and  to  every  philanthropist  and 
Christian  : a man  cannot  pbey  the  commands  of  Christ,  without  coming 
in  support  of  these  principles,  “Whatsoever  ye  would  that  men  should 
do  to  you,  do  ye  the  same  to  them,  etc.”  This  is  plain,  it  needs  no 
comment.  1 send  iny  best  respects  to  you,  and  to  all  that  are  engaged 
in  the  noble  work  of  humanity. 

P.  S.  Your  paper  is  much  wanted  in  this  country;  we  have  sent 
for  ten  copies,  they  are  much  admired ; money  is  very  scarce,  but  I 
think  next  summer  you  will  be  called  upon  for  some  hundreds.  1 do 
not  go  round  much  in  the  inclement  season;  I have  seen  sixty  five 
winters.  I intend  to  devote  the  most  of  my  time  to  the  cause  of  hu- 
manity. Andrew  Jackson  says,  “To  afford  every  American  citizen,  of 
enterprise,  the  opportunity  of  securing  an  independent  freehold,  it

seems  to  us  best  to  abandon  the  idea  of  raising  a future  revenue  out  of 
the  public  lands.” 

Amos  Kendall  says,  “ Above  all,  enable  every  American  citizen  to 
procure  a freehold  on  the  public  domain,  and  our  Union  is  safe,  our 
government  redeemed,  peace  restored  through  our  borders,  and  our  lib- 
erties fixed  on  a rock.”  (Yes,  the  philosopher’s  stone.) 

The  Committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  of  1844,  say,  “The 
freeholder  is  the  natural  support  of  a free  government,  and  it  should 
be  the  policy  of  Republics  to  multiply  their  freeholders,  as  it  is  the 
policy  of.  Monarchies  to  multiply  their  tenants.”  Robert  Smith, 
in  the  same  Congress,  says,  “It  is  the  duty  of  the  government,  as  I 
believe  it  is  their  interest  also,  to  make  every  man  a freeholder.” 

Polk  says,  “We  must  guard  against  the  grasping  speculator.”

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CONCLUSION. 


In  conclusion,  I will  make  a few  remarks  to  the  friends  of  human- 
ity- 

Brethren — There  are  four  Monopolies  by  which  the  world  is 
cursed;  viz:  Land  Monopoly,  Chattel  Slavery,  Alchohol,  and  the  Mo- 
nopoly of  the  Law.  There  are  prominent  bodies  of  men  who  have  got 
sight  of  the  evils  of  some  one  of  these  monopolies,  and  stand  firmly 
united,  at  great  expense,  to  stop  the  evil,  but  each  one  stands  isolated, 
saying;  Land  Monopoly  is  paramount  to  all  the  other  evils,  for  it  is  the 
foundation  of  all  tyranny.  An  other  says,  Chattel  Slavery  is  para- 
mount, for  it  severs  the  most  solemn  ties  in  Nature,  and  brutalizes  man 
— the  Master,  as  well  as  the  Slave  — it  must  be  put  down  first.  An 
other  says,  King  Alchohol  is  paramount,  for  wherever  he  strikes,  with 
his  poisoned  fangs,  it  destroys  both  soul  and  body.  And,  says  the  other, 
Law  Monopoly  is  paramount,  for  it  is  the  sole  support  of  all  the  evils 
in  community,  by  turning  the  pure  fountain  of  the  deep,  clear  crystal 
waters  (the  eternal  principles  of  Truth  and  Right,  Justice  and  Equity) 
into  mere  filthy  mud-puddles,  where  only  tadpoles  can  live  and  quib- 
ble, and  the  Bench,  which  ought  to  be  honorable,  dignified,  and  filled 
by  a man  with  a living  soul,  has  to  be  filled  with  one  of  these  tadpoles. 

Brethren ; I think  that  if  we  saw  the  magnitude  and  power  of  these 
‘evils,  wc  could  not  stand  isolated,  contending  about  the  greatest,  for  all 
of  them  are  deadly  enemies  to  Christianity  and  Liberty : either  of  them 
if  left  alive,  will  consume  our  Republic. 

I think  that  the  people  will  not  be  satisfied  to  be  taxed,  and  pay 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  to  build  Court  Houses,  where  the 
pure  waters  arc  shut  out,  and  nothing  admitted  but  the  filthy  mud- 
puddles,  for  tadpoles  to  quibble  in,  at  vast  expense  to  the  ppople,  with 
ten-times  more  evil  than  good. 
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We  will  not  recount  the  evils  in  each  and  every  one  of  the  Monopo- 
lies, they  are  evidently  beyond  our  comprehension.  Capital  is  the 
prominent  enemy  of  humanity,  and  is  now  rejoicing  in  their  disunion. 

It  is  time  for  the  friends  of  humanity  to  unite;  there  is  a great 
intellectual  battle  to  be  fought;  they  are  now  skirmishing  all  around. 

United  we  will  stand  and  carry  the  whole  world,  but  divided  we 
may  fail  and  the  world  will  not  be  saved.  Capitalists  are  firmly  united, 
and  they  have  the  support  of  every  speculator  that  intends  to  be  a cap- 
italist. Capital  supports  all  these  Monopolies  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
making  the  hand  of  labor  subservient  to  them;  many  of  the  people  do 
not  see  this,  their  eyes  are  washed  in  tadpole  water,  they  cannot  see 
clearly,  and,  consequently,  they  often  become  the  willing  dupes  of  cap- 
ital, to  enslave  themselves.  Capitalists  have  most  of  the  public  Jour- 
nals at  their,  command,  and  all  the  tadpoles  are  at  their  service,  to  wal- 
low the  people  in  the  mire. 

Where  we  find  a Capitalist  with  a living  soul,  we  have  an  exception 
and  a friend  to  humanity.  Brethren,  I will  say  to  you  in  conclusion, 
you  have  the  power  and  the  ability,  only  unite,  care  not  for  sect  nor 
party,  let  your  stimulus  be  the  purity  of  the  Divine  Character  and  the 
good  of  man.  Carry  out  practically  and  politically,  the  Divine  Com- 
mands in  accordance  with  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  and  the 
W orld  will  soon  be  filled  witl\  the  glory  of  God,  by  America. 
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
